tEw  writers  have  rendered  fuch 
^  eflcniial  Cervices  10  their  country  as 
the  Gentleman  now  under  our  confider- 
aiion,  whole  life  has  been  devoted  to  the 
moll  ufeful  purCuits»  but  whoCe  I'eward 
has  not  been  equal  to  what  might  have 
been  expected  from  the  libeiHlity  of  an 
opulent  nation,  and  the  advantages  de¬ 
rived  from  his  labours. 

Froiii  an  account  publifhed  by  hiih- 
fclf  in  a  moment  of  ’ dcprelHon,  in  a  very 
ufeful  work,  entitled,  “Annals  of  Agri¬ 
culture,” '  we  learn,  that  he  was  bom  at 
Bradfield,  and  detcendeJ  from  a  good 
family,  which  had  rcfided  on  that  Ip'.t 
Very  near  two  hundred  years,  none  of 
whom,  e^tcept  his  father,  had  any  thing 
to  depend  on  but  his  land.  He  was  a 
younger  brother.  About  the  year 
3761  he  began  his  farmin^purfuiis  upon 
the  lands  he  at  prelent  occupies. 
“  Young,  eager,  and  totally  ignorant,” 
he  lays,  “  trufting  to  a  balliti',  who,  1 
conceive  now,'  merited  no  confidence, 
either  for  honclly  or  Ikill,  it  was  not 
lurprifing  that  I  fqiiandered  much 
money  under  golden  dreams  of  im¬ 
provements  ;  efpccially  ais  I  contra6Hd  a 
thirft  for  experimenr,  without  the  know  - 
ledge  of  what  an  experiment  demands, 
and  which  a  feries  of  proofs  aloiie  can 
give.  In  a  few  years  a  declining  purfc, 
with  Come  doniellic  diCputes,  from  the 
mixture  of  families  and  the  prudent 
caution  of  one  of  the  bed  of  mothers,  to 
whoCc  memory  my  heart  vvould  be  dead 
tvere  it  not  to  beat  with  a  more  than 
grateful  rcmembrince,*all  together  in¬ 
duced  me  to  remove  from  Bradficld.*’ 

•  He  then  hired  Sampford  Hall,  in 
£^ex,but  before  he  had  taken  palTclIion, 
was  obliged  to  relinquifh  his  agreement, 
from  a  diCappointment  in  the  loan  of 
tome  money  he  had^cxpetled,  Failicg 


in  this  plan,  he  travelled  about  in  fcarch 
of  a  proper  farm,  and  in  the  courlc  of 
Ills  journies  laid  the  foundations  of 
Come  of  his  Tours.  He  at  length  fixed 
in  Ilcrtfjrdlhirc,  where  he  refided  nine 
years,  rnaking  a  great  number  of  cx- 

ficriments,  which  have  fincc  been  pub- 
ilhed. 

Mr.  Young  then  returned  to  Brad, 
field,  and  his  nioiiier  clied  Coon  after. 
By  her  death  lie  came  into  polTellion  of 
the  efiate  he  at  praCent  holds  ;  and  liis 
lots  of  Co  excellent  a  parent  he  has  re¬ 
gretted  in  very  pathetic  terms,  Cuch  as 
do  honour  10  his  feelings  as  a  man. 

The  writings  of  our  author  were  at 
fit  it  extremely  Cuccclsfui,  which  induccid 
him,  as  he  candidly  acknowledges, 
to  write  and  print  a  great  deal  too 
mucli  and  too  Calf ;  being  however  in  a 
good  meaCurc  led  to  this  by  numerous  ap¬ 
plications  from  various  perCons,  rctpicll- 
ing  him  to  give  that  atjehrioii  to  ccrtiin 
I’ubjedts,  which  ought  tb  have  been  in  >rc 
coolly  coilfiJei  cd.  W'h'cn  we  con  Cider 
the  number  and  variety  of  Mr. 
Young’s  works  at  the  time  he  refers 
to,  his  obCt*ivati(»n  will  excite  but 
little  Curprizc.  Man/  of  tllcC.;  w'orks, 
however,  arc  iniiiled  to  praiCc  in  foinc 
reCpctts,  and  he  himCclf  excepts  from 
his  own  ceiifurc  his  Tours,  which  ha v*: 
flood,  and  he  trufts  will  remain,  on  a 
Counier  foundation.  “To  them,”  he 
favs,  “  I  may,  with  a  vanity  perhaps 
fome-what  cxcuCcabie,  affert,  that  the 
agriculture  if  this  kingdom  owes  much; 
and  that  many  of  the  improvements  now 
pra^iCed  with  the  greateft  CucccCs,  may 
DC  dated  from  the  publication  of  thole 
journies,  Co  often-plundered  rather  than 
quoted,  without  a  mark  or  atom  of  ac¬ 
knowledgement.*’

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1779,  he  went  l  is  journics  to  Ireland, 
and  rcfidtd  at  one  rijne  more  than  a 
year  in  the  county  of  Cork,  arranging 
and  Itttin?  part  of  the  eftatt  of  Lord 
V'ifcount  Kingftii>r(iugh.  Of  the  ac¬ 
count  of  thtic  journits  he  fays,  “  I 
have  not  much  apprehenhon  ;  though 
the  fuccefs  in  leUiiou  to  profit  was  no- 
thing,  yet  it  will  hand  its  ground, 
and,  I  truft,  merit,  in  tome  fin.ill  de¬ 
gree,  tlie  moll  flattering  cncrmiiims  it 
has  received  in  many  parts  of  Europe.” 
In  conftqucncc  cf  that  work  40,0^0!.  a 
year  was  faved  to  the  public  in  the 
oountv  c'n  the  inland  carriage  ‘  f  corn, 
as  Parliament  immediately  adopted  his 
ideas. 

Jn  i7?4  he  begun  the  “  Annas  cf 
Agriculture,”  a  \vo:k  t.f  great  merit  as 
a  rcpofitory  of  aiubcnric  and  valuable 
informaiicn  on  the  agriculture  of  this 
and  ether  1‘irgdums.  This  work  is 
I'till  continued,  and  we  cannot  but  agree 
ul;h  the  autb.or,  that  it  may  be  cited  as 
a  proof  of  ctilpahle  inattention  in 
country  gcntlerricn,  in  clergy  who 
farm,  and  in  opuieut  tenantry, that  they 
do  not  give  better  encouragement  to 
fuch  a  work* 

On  an  invitation  fruin  Monf.  La- 
/ov.  Iki  to  accompany  him  and  Count  de 
la  Rochefoucauld  to  flit*  Pyrenees,  Mr. 
Young  was  induced  to  make  his  lirft 
journey  into  France  in  the  year  17S7. 
lie  returned  to  England  in  the  winter, 
and  continued  fome  time  in  London,  at¬ 
tending  to  the  Wool  Rill,  then  before 
the  Pai  liunicnt.  He  then  made  his  fc- 
cor.d  tour,  and  in  J7S9  flnifhcd  his 
travels.  In  the  cotirfc  of  this  journey, 
to  ufe  his  own  words,  **  I  was  greatly 
tempt rd  to  imic  in  france.  In  a  tine 
part  cf  the  Rourbonnois,  which  poflif- 
fes  a  climate  equal  to  any  in  that  King¬ 
dom,  1  met  wiih  a  compaCf  tncloied 
eftatc,  of  near  40C0  acres,  fituated  on 
the  grt  it  road  from  Paris  to  Lyom*.  ami 
near  Mouiines,  the  capital  of  il:c  pro- 
su'icc  *,  the  chateau  and  offices  com- 
pierc  and  wtll- built  ;  the  garden  ex¬ 
cellent  ;  tw  enty  .acres  of  vineyard,  the 
w  ine,  both  Ti  d  nnd  w  bite,  I’o  good,  that 
I  wiflicd  for  them  in  my  cellar  at  Rrad- 
fulvl  ;  flth-pcnd.s  formed  by  fl reams 
banked  in  the  vales,  fo  confiJeraMe  as 
to  >icld  the  chateau  a  cenftan:  fi.pply, 
aud  a  revenue  of  forty  guineas  u  year, 
by  falc  to  Ikiris;  but  above  all  the  reft 
the  whole  eflute,  coiififting  of  turnip- 
laud  adapted  to  a  profitable  Norfolk 
ce'urfc  for  Ihcrp  ;  though  yielding  at 
prelViit  to  the  proprietor  for  his  half 
ih^-rc  of  the  produce  no  more  than 
2^*od.per  acre,ntcwUhitandiiig^he  isac 


the  cxpencc  of  providing  all  the  live  flock, 

I  could  have  made  the  purchafe  without 
money,  by  a  rent  charge  for  ever  (f 
^ool.  a  year  ;  timber  to  a  confiderabU 
value  (very  fine  oak),  the  furniture  of 
the  chater<u,  and  the  cattle  of  the 
whole  eftate,  900  (licep,  feventy  cows, 
and  eighty  oxen,  ike.  all  given  into  the 
harfain.  I  have  not  a  doirbt  biu  that  I 
fl.ould  in  five  years  hive  quadrupled  the 
annual  value  ;  but  the  Revolution  and 
the  flate  of  the  kingdom  were  too  much 
m  my  head  ;  my  family  would  have 
been  alarmed,  and  probably  unwilling 
to  go  to  France.  1  left  the  province, 
therefore,  but  convinced  that  1  was 
turning  my  back  on  one  of  ihofe  op¬ 
portunities  that  rarely  prefent  them- 
fclvcs.  Living  in  eal'e  and  even  afllucncc 
in  a  tine  climate  could  not  but  in  ray 
mind  form  an  agreeable  profpe^f,  when 
ct'iitrafled  with  the  narrow,  cramped, 
and  anxious  fituation  to  which  I  was 
doomed  on  my  return  to  England.” 

The  next  year  we  find  Mr.  Yeung 
onprelTcd  with  illnefs,  acquired  in  a 
fWining  expedition,  and  writing  the*  ac¬ 
count  from  which  the  foregoing  par¬ 
ticulars  arc  extracted,  and  in  a  frame*  of 
mind  not  well  difpofed  to  view  his 
tiluatinn  w  ith  any  degree  of  fatisfad^ion. 
Since  that  period  he  has  publifhcd  an 
account  ot  his  •*  Journies  through 
France,”  a  work  uniting  ufcfulnels  and 
cntci tamment,  and  which  we  believe 
has  fucctcdcd belter  than  h«  apprehend¬ 
ed  in  his  defponding  moments.  He  has 
alfo  been  appointed  Sccietary  to  the 
Roard  of  /Vgncuhurc,  and  has  publilhcd 
lomc  very  feafonablc  and  fatisfailory 
pamphlets  on  the  French  Revolution, 
which,  we  trufly  have  been  attended 
with  great  advantage  to  the  public 
In  coniequence  cf  ihefe  exertions  lie 
has,  as  might  be  expc6fcd,  been  very 
liberally  abufed  bv  the  abettors  of 
fa6fion.  If  no  other  benefit  had  re¬ 
fill  ted  from  bis  “  Kx ample  of  Irancr  a 
IVaniijig  to  B^itaiKy*  than  being  un 
queflioiiably  the  origin  of  the  Yeomanry 
Cavalry  at  prefent  cflablilhcd  in  the 
kingdom,  it  would  by  this  alone  be 
entitled  to  rcfpetl. 

Jt  will  afford  but  little  encourage¬ 
ment  to  public  fpirii  to  hear  from  i^lr. 
Yourg  the  following  complaint,  whUii 
we  hope  he  will  not  have  caufe  to  per- 
fevere  in,  and  w  ith  which  we  conclude 
this  account.

He  dclircil 
rbpin  to  L(  iiym  know  from  tyme  to

TJ'MANur.i.  Joseph  Sieves  born 
at  Frcjbs,  in  the  tltpai  tintni  of  Var, 
the  of  May  174S.  lie  was  the  ftli 
vhiM  of  liii  ji;.rcnrs,  who  bad  two  more 
after  liim.  Hjs  iirh  ft iidits  c(  mmcnced 
)n  the  houiV  his  father,  under  a  pre¬ 
ceptor;  wlio,  at  the  fan.c  time,  took 
his  pupil  to  the  College  of  the  Jtfuits, 
to  receive  put.dic  IcfTons  with  the  other 
chtUhen  of  the  town.  The  Jefuits 
.took  noiicc  of  this  fclKdar.  They  pro- 
prfed  ti)  !'.is  father  to  lend  him  i*>  their 
Itiuinary  at  Lyons,  one' of  the  beft 
tbahl*’’  ient>  for  education  thev  had  in 
Fran.c.  Jt  w'as  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
rr.cucemcnt  of  mar  t]uarrcl  wliich,  in 
its  CMnlt<]'icnccs,  pT<H!accd  the  abolition 
of  that  boriety.  The  father  of  Sieves 
refiftcd  rlic  idviv'e  of  the  revcrcLJ  /"u- 
thers,  aiid  the  l)ifhop  of  the  place,  wlio 
joined  them,  ije  fcni  his  Ion  to  hnilh 
his  clafTts  at  the  College  de*s  Doctri¬ 
naires,  at  Draguignan,  a  town  of  fiime 

■  note  in  me  lame  department. 

SIlVls  (hw  the  greater  number  of  Iiis 
Civu’panions  leave  the  college,  to  enter 
into  tlie  Ichools  of  artiilcry  or  military 
«  ngincering.  He  longed  to  folKiw  tlic 
hi  me  courfc,  and  \v^?*-e  to  his  parents 
with  all  the  ardour  cf  youtliful  palhon. 
In  apfwer  he  was  recalled  home:  he 
ivas  delVmcJ  to  the  ecclcfiariic  Itatc. 

■  '’rite  iiiihop  of  Frej'is  had  feduced  his 
*  futher  with  the  promile  of  fpee'dy  ad- 

vnncemwn;.  This  induced  liim  tocon- 
r.dcr  the  weak  ftate  of  iiealth  of  the  l>Gy, 
which  recmetl  to  jullifv  the  prvjea. 

■  Young  Sieves  was  lent  to  Paris,  to  the 
leminarv  of  St.  Sulpicc,  to  go  through 

.  ihe  courfes  <?£  pUilofophy  and  thco- 

*  ‘  l!c  was  then  in  his  fourteenth  year  ; 
bat  in  a  u^uation  lb  contrary  to  his  na- 
rural  dii'p'ditiou,  it  is  not  cKtraordinary 
that  he  ihuuid  have  centraCled  a  fort 

’  «•'  lavage  me Ur.cholv,  accompanied  with 
me  moil  ftoic  indifference  as  to  his  per- 
lon  am!  hiJ'  future  fituatiun.  He  was 
dclViued  to  bid  farewell  to  happinefs  ; 
he  was  out  of  nature;  the  love  of 
ftudy  ('uly  could  charm  him.  His  af- 
xcnticn  became  ftrongly  dirc^led  to 
Dooks  and  the  fcicnccs.  Fn  this  nxinntr 
raffed,  widKUt  interruption,  ten  years, 
of  his  life,  tilt  the  expiration  c»f  what, 
jn  tlic  borbjniJC,  is  called  the  courfe  of 
I  Ce  ncc.

During  this  lung  interval,  he  had 
attended  10  the  theological  and  pre- 
tended  philofophicai  lludics  oi  the  iim- 
verfuy  of  Laris,  more  than  was  ntcef- 
fa  I  V  to  p.iL  the  ordinary  examinatioiw; 
and  thefts.  Urged  by  his  dilpofuion, 
or  perhaps  in  compliance  with  the  mcri.* 
want  of  entertaininent  to  fill  his  time, 
and  exert  liis  activity,  he  ran  througii, 
without  dil\in6lion  or  regularity,  every 
depart ment  of  literature,  ftuditd  1^.: 
mathematics  and  natural  philofophv, 
and  endeavoured  to  initiate  hiniftif 
into  the  arts,  particularly  muiic.  Aji 
involuntary  inclination,  ncverthclels, 
led  him  to  meditation.  He  was  rtiueli 
attached  to  works  of  mctaphylics  and 
morality;  and  has  often  f.iid,  that  ni 
b(ioks  had  ever  afforded  liiin  more 
lively  faiisfattion  than  thofe  of  L»»eke, 
Condillac,  and  Conner,  in  them  lie 
faw  liicn  l»-^ving  the  fame  intcreft,  the 
/ame  .iiuiiii*^,  and  buficd  upon  o:u; 
couimoii  obje£f. 

His  Aiperlors  had,  according  to  their 
cuftom,  infpcdttd  his  reading  and  his 
vyriting:',,’  They  had  found  among  hii 
papers  fomc  fcicntibc  projebls  of  cen- 
Itdcrable  novelty.  They  con  fig  ned  u 
their  rt^;i(ler  the  following  note : 
“  Sie).es  Ihcvvs  a  difpofition  of  fomc 
“  brength  for  the  Icicnces ;  but  ft 
“  is  to  be  feared,  that  his  private 
■“  reading  tn<ty  give  hiiu  a  taftc  fur 
“  the  new  pUiloff'pbical  principles.’* 
They  comforted  thcrufelves,  however, 
by  obferving  his  decided  love  of  rctire- 
mtnt  and  ftudy,  the  fimplicity  of  his 
manners  and  his  character,  which  even 
then  appeared  to  be  prafticallv  philofo- 
phical.  “  You  may  make  aim,  they 
once  wrote  io  his  bilhop,  “  a  canon, 
“  as  he  is  a  gentleman^  and  a  man  of 
“  infurmatiun.  Rut  we  inuft.  advife 
“  you,  that  hr.  is  by  no  means  fit  for  the 
♦*  cccleiiallical  miaiftry.** 

Sicyes,  having  bniHied  his  licence  in 
the  SofboTMte,  neglected  the  forntaliiy 
of  the  doifor’s  bonnet,  and  entered  the 
world  at  the  age  of  twenty-four. 

Part  of  the  year  1773  1774  was 

employed  in  cultivating  luufic,  then  at 
the  period  of  a  revolution  at  Paris,  ued 
partly  in  refuting  the  fyllcm  of  the 
Kconomifts.  He  madcy  or  luppoled  he 
had  made,  in  thofe  yciff.,  imp  rt.ini  rc* 
learches  concerning  the  irregular  pro- 

cecdini;' 
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cccciin^s  of  the  human  mind,  in  pliilo* 
lophv.  mctaphyfics,  lani^u.tge,  and  in¬ 
tellectual  met  nods. 

He  departed  in  1775  Brittany, 
with  a  hilhop  wh  j  was  going  to  be  in- 
ftalled  ;  and  who,  in  order  to  carry 
Sit  Vis  with  him,  had  procured  iiiin 

hi  c''J£t  Je  jcycuv  a  vc‘Ki'r:e7i:  on  his 
c.tthedi.il.  A  fnort  time  uftei  taking 
polVeliion  of  his  CHnomcate,  he  was  at 
liberty  to  return  to  Pa; is.  He  was 
indcbte<l  for  this  to  one  of  the  titles 
or  hreves-j  given  at  VeiTailies,  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  which  the  levcnues  of  his  be¬ 
nefice  could  oc  received  at  Paris.  An 
opportunity  prefemed  of  clianging  his 
.  fituation.  lie  btcaukc  fuccclliveiv  vi¬ 
car  general,  canon,  and  rhanrellor  of 
the  church  of  Chartres,  in  the  inidil 
of  ihcfc  mutations  the'^eis  rmthing  wor- 
lliV  of  remark,  except  his  extreme  Care 
to  avoid  interfering  in  any  minilfcrial 
duty.  lie  never  preached;  lie  never 
took  confeiTi  n  ;  he  avoided  all  the  func¬ 
tions,  and  all  the  occafions  which  might 
hold  him  forward  manifeftly  as  a  cler¬ 
gyman. 

'  At  that  time  the  cUrgyof  France  was 
divided  into  two  kinds  or  clafTes  of  indi- 
lidiials  :  the  ccclefiartics  preachers,  and 
the  ecclefiallics  adminiftiators,  Sicyes 
was  at  moft  of  rhe  fecond  clafs.  He  was 
deputy  to  the  States  of  Brct:*gnc,  for 
the  dioceft  where  he  had  Ills  firlt  bciu- 
tice  ;  and  on  this  occalion  we  may  rc- 
in.uk,  that  nothing  could  cqurd  the 
indignation  he  brought  from  this  affcin- 
blv,"againll  the  lhamtful  opprelfion  in 
wiiicir  the  noblclTe  held  the  unhappy 
third  fiatc  of  the  people. 

At  that  lime  he  had  a  permanent 
adminiftrative  employment  at  Paris. 
He  was  counfellor  comrr.ilTary  nomi¬ 
nated  by  the  diocefc  of  Chartres  to 
the  fuperior  chamber  of  the  clergy 
of  France. 

When  the  Provincial  Affembly  of  Or¬ 
leans  was  formed,  Sicyes  had  fome  renu¬ 
tation  for  his  adminirtrative  knowlci.ge. 
He  was  nominated  a  member,  not  by  the 
advice  of  the  Miniller,  but  of  thole  al¬ 
ready  t levied.  lie  gave  proofs  of  fonie 
capacity  for  bufmels,  and  a  patriotic 
difpofirion  :  fo  rhar  he  v/as  ftrongly 
invited  by  the  affemhly  to  take  thepre- 
liJcncy  of  the  inteimediary  coiiimilaon. 


He  performed  the  funilicns  for  a  (liort 
time. 

On  the  day  when  the  ch  iml  ers  \ver» 
exiled  to  Troyes,  Sicyes  g.iVc  the  ad¬ 
vice  to  go  in  If  ant  ly  to  the  palace,  10  ar- 
reft  and  hang  the  Miniller  uhi  ligiicd 
orders  evidently  arbitiars,  illegal,  and 
prulcribed  by  the  people*.  Bui  a.s  ad- 
vice  did  ii(jt  prcv.til. 

It  was  during  his  leifure  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  where  lie  was  in  tlic  liabit  of  oT- 
ling  two-ihifils  i;f  the  year,  th  *i‘  he 
coiiip«)fed,  in  the  fiimmer  of  17SS,  to¬ 
wards  the  end  of  the  niinilliy  ot  Car¬ 
dinal  [.ntnerre,  bis  fur  Us 
i!'

hrunce  l>o:iyY .,u  diUofer  in  7  ? ;  with 
this  inicription,  Caliulaied.  tv  ihew  his 
intention:  Wc  may  elevate  «;ur  de- 

“  lires  to  tb.t  (..xicnt  of  our  lights;  bur 
“  our  projects  mulf  be  mcaluied  by 
our  means.’’  This  piniphht  was  de- 
liv  \  to  the  printci,  and  was  advCa- 
citig  towards  publication,  when,  on  his 
return  ro  Pans,  he  thought  fit  to  fuf- 
peiid  its  appearance.  The  political 
i]:ielfion  which  interefted  and  cmpl.^yed 
the  minds  of  all  France,  feemed  alrea¬ 
dy  to  have  changed  its  nature  ;  it  was 
forced  to  vivid  to  the  inoJihcations 
which  the  pretenfions  of  the  dilftrent 
cl  dfcs  had  urged.  It  was  no  Kingtr  the 
whole  nati.m,  d.dirous  of  afTctiing  its 
rights  ygiinft  the  abfolute  power  of 
royalty  ;  it  was  the  nohdiiy,  evu  r  ready 
to  form  combinations;  wl;o,  taking  ad¬

It  is  enfy,  by  compaiing 
thefc  two  publications  wi  h  the  fortner, 
to  fiu-wv  liow  different,  though  nor  op- 
pofite,  their  fpirlr  is  to  tliat  in  which  he 
traced  liis  fur  Us  ^-Uyens  W hx-.'u- 
lion.

uf  obftacle  he  found  it  impoifibVc  to 
combat ;  namely,  that  of  treachery,  «p- 
flauded  and  fupported  by  thole  very 


to  fwcar  to  him,  that  no  wilh  was  en¬ 
tertained  to  impair  or  diminifh  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  equality.  He  was  not  convinced^ 
and  therefore  adopted  the  defign  to

fhaintam  the  unity  and  equality  of  the 
fcprcfentation  charged  to  vote  the  law  ; 
ind  that  in  all  cafes,  not  excepting  that 
of  the  motion  already  made  for  two 
feflions,  if  decreed  by  the  AiTcmhly. 

It  is  to  he  remarked,  that  Sieyes  re¬ 
ceived,  on  all  hands,  the  higheft  en¬ 
couragement,  and  the  moft  prclFing 
'  iHilanccs  to  the  fpeedy  accomplifhmcnc 
of  his  defign. 

The  writing  here  mentioned  was 
fcarcely  gone  to  prefs,  before  thefemen 
procured  a  copy.  A  moft  virulent  de¬ 
famatory  libel  was  put  into  the  hands  of 
a  dangerous  ignorant  man,  Salles,  who 
was  charged  to  commence  the  attack,  by 
'  reading  it  at  the  Jacobins,  ft  was  pre- 
vioully  adjuded,  that  this  was  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  with  the  moll  violent  applaufc. 
Such  mcafurts  being  taken,  then  fol¬ 
lowed  a  minojuvre  if  the  mod’  ej^tra- 
ordinary  kind  of  calumny  on  the  one 
parr,  and  grofs  ignorance  on  the  other. 
The  declaration  was  not  yet  publifiied,  a 
few  proofs  only  havinghcen  firft  intruded 
to  thofconly  who  h.ul  engaged  to  coI!c(St 
fignatures,  when  Sieves  was  folt'innly 
denounced  on  the  19th  Jane,  1791, 
from  the  tribune  of  the  Jacobins,  as 
having  formed  the  counter-revolution¬ 
ary  proje^l,  I  ft,  Of  reviving  the  nobi¬ 
lity  ;  id.  Of  inftituting  two  Icgiflative 
chambers }  and,  3d,  Of  having  inun¬ 
dated  the  83  departments,  with  a  formu¬ 
lary  for  fignaturc  for  this  criminal  pur¬ 
pose.  As  a  proof  of  this,  a  copy  of  the 
ftill  unpablilhed  declaration  was  pre- 
fented,  a  declaration  compofeil,  rx  />ro^ 
againft  the  twofiippofeJ  pmjedls. 
But  it  was  the  fupporters  of  the  nobi¬ 
lity  and  of  the  two  chambers  who  ma¬ 
naged  this  denunciation,  and  conduct¬ 
ed  all  the  detail  of  thisftrange  hoftility  ! 
It  mud  be  cfpccially  remarked,  that  the 
King  was  to  take  liis  flight  the  follow¬ 
ing  day,  in  the  night  between  the  ioth 
and  2idt  and  that  the  matters  of  this 
Jacobin  convulfion  were  accomplices  in 
that  aft.  Time,  which  has  unveiled 
the  v/holc  of  this  manoeuvre,  has  equally 
difeovered  the  internion  of  the  coali¬ 
tionary  leaders.  T.hcy  fuppofed  they 
could  much  more  eflfcftually  infurc  the 
fuccefs  of  their  odious  defign^,  if  they 
could  f^crificc  Sieyes,  or  at  lead  render 
him  fo  far  fufpefted,  that  it  Ihould  be 
impodible  for  nim  to  gain  attention  at 
the  firft  cclac  of  this  meditated  flight ; 
for  they  wefc  well  acquainted  with  his 

•  Opinion  of  the  abfurdity  of  acknow- 

•  lodging,  as  a  reprefentative,  any  one 

•  who  ihoulu  not  have  been  freely  cleft cd 
ty  the  body  reprefented.  This  accounts 
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r  the  precipitation  in  denouncing  a 
work  not  yet  pnbliihed,  and  the  pagt 
of  the  libel,  where  too  early  mention 
is  made  of  fcoiling  it  into  the  depart¬ 
ments.  This  anecdote,  the  devclope- 
ment  of  which  to  the  Jacobins,  in  the 
midd  of  dudied  rage,  laded  three  days, 
was  fo  diftufting  to  the  few  impartial 
honed  men  of  that  fociciy,  that  they 
returned  thither  no  more.  In  its  de¬ 
tail,  as  welt  as  in  the  difavowaU,  both 
fucceflivc  and  combined,  uf  many  of 
ihofe  whofigncd,  and  offomeorbeis  who 
Were  not  in  the  fucret|  it  exhibits  a  mafs 
of  little  vile  paffions,  a  combination  of 
wickedneis  and  treachery. 

As  to  Sieyes,  he  v/as  not  aware  of  his 
danger.  lie  prepared  to  reply-  On 
the  day  after  the  ;oth  June,  fie  had  al¬ 
ready  annexed,  in  print,  to  the  calum- 
nii’.Lcd  dccliration,  a  narrative  of  the 
extr-orJinary  I'cenc  which  had  paflTtd  at 
the  Jaci'buis  — He  was  about  to  publiiU 
this,  but  the  general  inquietude  on  the 
iidjuno;  the delufion  of  the  public,  fo 
tafily  led  to  aCt  upon  the  neared  and 
mod  driking  objefts,  the  great  mafs  of 
incidents  and  abominable  attempts,  ftill 
little  known,  which  filled  that  and  the 
following  days ;  the  fmall,  and  aimed 
imperceptible  number  of  deputies  who 
had  remained  faithful  and  pure  ;  and, 
ladly,  the  undcady,  fhameleis,  and  ut¬ 
terly  unprincipled  feign  of  the  famous 
reviling  coalition,  inlpired  Sieyes  with 
his  ultimate  determination.  It  was  to 
Ihut  himfelf  up  decidedly  in  a  philofo« 
j)hical  filcncc. 

Here  ended,  at  we  have  already  rcr 
marked,  tlie  fccood  period  of  the  career 
of  Sieves. 

Fiom  this  moment,  during  the  whole 
fitting  of  the  legiilativc  aflcmbly  till  the 
opening  of  the  convention,he  remained  a 
Complete  dranger  to  all  political  aftion. 
This  U  the  third  interval,  and  prefenta 
nothing  remarkable,  except  his  peace-  ' 
able  contempt  far  the  ruppofitiont  .of 
whi.ch  he  has  not  ceafed*  to  be  the  ob« 
jeft.  But  to  return  to  the  fafts  :

At  this  tune  obllacles  of  another  na¬ 
ture,  and  truly  iiifurinountablc,  came 
forward  Sieves,  more  infuiate  J  than 
ever,  found  it  ntCLdLry  to  confine  him- 
lelf,  with  the  utmoll  llriiSlncfs,  to  the 
line  of  his  duty. 

His  fortune,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Revolution,  confided  in  benedees 
and  penfions  to  the  amount  of  feven  or 
eight  thoufand  livres  annually  ;  in  three 
finall  portions  of  annuities  on  the  Hotel 
de  Vlllc  at  Paris,  making-together  the 
lum  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  livres  } 
and,  laftly,  in  various  fums  lent  on  fc- 
curity,  which  comprehended  his  patri¬ 
mony,  and  Cavings  for  nine  or  ten  years. 
The  total,  at  that  time,  amounted  to  the 
principal  fum  cf  forty -fix  or  forty-feven 
thoufand  livres.  The  article  of  favings 
had  for  its  motive  the  dcfign  of  retiring 
to  the  United  States  of  America,  as  loon 
as  he  could  form  a  capital  fuiheient  and 
tranfport^ble  ;  its  bahs  confided  in  the 
fimplicity  of  his  manner  of  living,  joined 
to  the  facility  of  entering  into  no  ex- 
pence  during  two-thirds  of  the  'year, 
which  he  paffed  in  the  country  with 
his  Rilhop,  at  a  few  leagues  diffance 
from  Chartres. 

After  the  decrees  which  put  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  ccciefiadics  into  the  hands  ot  the 
nation,  Sieyes  concluded  that  he  fliould 
foon  be  reduced  to  his  own  private  and 
independent  property.  He  had  at  that 
time  renounced  the  dcfign  of  quitting 
Igs  country.  He  therefore  colle^^ed  all 
the  portions  of  iiis  perfonal  capital,  in 
crdcr  to  found  upon  it  his  future  title  to 
*  independence,  by  fccuring  to  l.imfelf.at 
the  dri6t  ucccffarics  of  life.  With 

►  Jufquc  datum 
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this  vi«v  he  pnrcHtfedj  oF'one  of  the 
m^d  edablidicd  commercial  houtes,  an 
annuity  of  one  thoufand  crowns,  at  nine 
per  cent,  by) a  principal  fum  of  about 
thirty  thoufand  livres.  The  contract 
was  ngned  before  notaries,  at  the  bc- 
gianiug  of  *ihc  year  179a.  The  re¬ 
mainder  of  ilic  Came  capital  increaCed^ 
bv  a  Cmall  aikution,  to  the  fum, of  four- 
teen  thoufand  livreS,  was  cntrtidcd  to 
one  of  his  brothers,  to  be  inveded  in 
lauded  property,  at  the  didance  of 
more  than  two  hundred  leagues  from 
Paris.  The  lad  decrees  refpedting  the 
indemnities  of  anticnf  incumbents  har¬ 
ing  reduced  the  ccclcfiadical  revenue 
of  Sieyes,  like  tliofc  of  all  others,  to  one 
thoufand  livres,  he  offered  the  fame  to 
his  country  in  the  iriounc  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  on  the  20th  of  Krumairc,  in 
the  fccond  year  of  tlic  Republic  [Nov, 
lo,  1793]  :  Co  that  the  fortune  of  hieyes 
conlills,  if  he  is  to  be  credited,  in  one 
I  fc  annuity  of  three  thoufand  livres, 
and  another  of  eight  hundred  and*  forty 
livres,  befides  the  Cum  before-mention¬ 
ed  entruded  to  his  brother. 

The  caution  which  Sieyes  had  hither¬ 
to  uCed  had  preferved  him  amidd  the  dc- 
druftion  both  of  friends  and  enemies, 
and  Teems  to  have  irnpoCed  on  him  a  rc- 
Colution  to  avoid  any  fituation  of  rc- 
Cponfibillty,  which  could  not  but  be  held 
with  danger.  From  the  time,  therefore, 
that  he  publicly  gave  up  the  emolu¬ 
ments  of  his  ccclcfiadical  preferments, 
we  hear  nothing  of  liim  until  after  the 
fall  of  RobeCpierrc,  when  he  was  in 
fome  meafurc  forced  into  public  no¬ 
tice,  and  compelled  to  take  a  (hare  in 
the  adminidraticn  of  affairs.  He  has 
fincc  come  fur  wards  on  the  formation  of 
the  new  conftitution,  with  a  propofal 
which  has  been  rejc6^cd,  and  has  lately 
been  named  one  of  the  five  fovereignt 
of  the  new  monarchy  of  France,  which 
elevation  he  has  alCo  declined..  A  perfen 
who  has  had  fo  great  a  lhare  in^the 
'  tranfa^ions  of  the  Isd  feven  yeart  ‘in 
France  is  n.n  likely,  at  the  preCent  pc- 
rivxl,  to  be  fpeken  of  with  a  temperate 
regard  to  truth  :  hv  one  party  he  will 
,bc  vilified  and  abuCed';  by  the  other  he 
will  be  elevated  above  the  pohi:  rf  hu¬ 
manity.  To  time,  therefore,  we  leave 
him,  viih  a  wi(h  that  the  horrid  fc:nes 
which  have  lately  degraded  that  unfdr- 
tunare  kingdom  rnav  never  be  rcocat- 
ed,  and  that  the  perpetrators  and  ad- 
vifers,  whoever  they  mjy  be,  who  hare 
hithcrro’ercapcd,may  yet  meet  w'ith  con¬ 
dign  pur.ilhmcnr;

REFLECTIONS 

Among  the  various  errors  into 
which  human  nature  is  liable  to 
fall,  there  are  fome  which  people  of  a 
mic  underftanding  are  perfectly  fen- 
•  fiblc  of  in  themfeivesi  yet,  either  want¬ 
ing  a  llrcngth  of  rei'olution  to  break 
through  whut,  by  long  cultom,  is  be¬ 
come  habitual,  or  being  of  loo  indolent 
atemper  to  endeavour  an  alteration,  (till 
pcrfiit  to  aCt  in  coniradit^ion  to  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  even  their  own  reafon  and  judg¬ 
ment. 

What  wc  call  prejudice,  or  prepof- 
fetfion,  is  certainly  that  which  hands 
foremoft  in  the  rank  of  frailties— It  is 
the  great  ringleader  of  almoit  all  the 
miitakes  we  are  guilty  of,  whether  in 
the  fentiments  of  our  hearts,  or  the  con¬ 
duct  of  our  actions. 

As  milk  is  the  firft  alimenr  of  the 
body,  fo  prejudice  i»  the  ftiil  thing  gi¬ 
ven  to  the  mind  to  feed  upon.  No 
fooncr  does  the  thinking  faculty  begin 
to  Ihcw  iti'clf,  than  prejudice  mingles 
with  it,  and  fpoih  its  operations  :  what¬ 
ever  we  are  then  cither  taught,  or 
happen  <  f  ourfclves  to  like  or  diilike, 
we  for  the  moft  part  continue  to  like  or 
diflike  to  our  life's  end.  So  dilTicult  it 
is  to  eradicate,  in  age,  that  tendency  wc 
imbibed  in  our  youth. 

It  is  this  fatal  propenfity  which  binds, 
IS  it  were,  our  rearon  in  chains,  and 
will  not  fuffer  it  to  look  abroad,  or 
exert  any  of  its  powers :  hence  are'our 
ooncepiions  bounded  \  our  notions 
meanly '  narrow  ;  our  ideas,  for  the 
moft  part,  unjuft;  and  our  judgment 
ihamcfully  led  aftray. 

The  brighteft  rays  of  truth  in  vain 
fbine  out  upon  us,  when  prejudice  has 
Ihut  our  eyes  againft  it :  wc  arc  ren¬ 
dered  by  it  wholly  incapable  of  examin¬ 
ing  any  thing,  and  take  all  upon  trull 
that  it  prefentsto  us. 

This  not  onlv  makes  u?  liable  to  be 
guilty  of  injufticc,  ilhnaturc,  and  ill- 
tuanners  to  others,  but  alfo  inlcnhole  of

What  I  would  be  undei  ftood  to  mean 
by  the  word  prejudice,  is  not  that  liking 
or  difliking  which  naturally  arifes  on 
the  fight  of  any  new  objcCl  prefented  to 
us.  As  for  example  :  we  may  happen 
to  fall  into  the  company  of  two  perlons 
equally  deferving,  and  equally  ftrangera 
to  us,  and  with  neithor  of  wlK>in  we  ci¬ 
ther  have,  or  expe^  to  have,  the  icaft 
concern  ;  yet  ihall  we  have,  iu  fpite  of 
us,  and  without  being  able  to  give  any 
rcal'on  for  it,  greater  good  wifhes  for 
the  one  than  the  other.  But  this  is  oc- 
cafioned  by  that  lympathy  and  antipa¬ 
thy  which,  1  think  it  is  very  plain,  na¬ 
ture  has  implanted  in  all  created  bein^ 
whatfoever. 

Tliis,  therefore,  is  what  we  call 
fancy,  and  far  diffcreiu  from  th^t  pre¬ 
judice  I  am  fpeaking  of,  and  which  in¬ 
deed  enters  chiefly  through  the  ears. 
When  our  notions  of  perfohs  and 
things,  which  wc  of  ourfsives  knotv 
nothing  of,  arc  guided,  and  our  appro- 
bation  or  difapprobation  of  them  cxbitctl 
merely  by  what  wc  arc  told  of  them, 
and  which  afterwards  wc  can  never  be 
convinced  is  unjuft,  and  perfevere  iu 
an  opinion,  which  no  proofs  of  meric 
or  demerit  can  change  ;»thcn^it  is  that 
wc  may  be  f?.id  to  be  governed  by  that 
fc:tlcd  prepofteftion  fo  dangerous  to  the 
V  orld,  and  to  our  own  charaffert,  intc- 
reft,  and  haopinefs;  for  the  other  is 
light,  volatile,  and  of  little  coofe- 
quence. 

A  very  learned  author  calls  this  un¬ 
happy  impulfe  **  The  jaundice  of  the 
mind,*’  and  1  think  there  cannot  be  x 
more  juft  companfun;  for,  as  the  poet

Yet,  blind- as  we  arc  to  this  error  in 
ourtelvcs,  how  c^uick-figi'.ted  are  wc  to 
difcvAcr,  ai.d  bow  rca»fy  to  laugh  at  it 
in  other  people  '  .Applauding  our  own 
lircpgih  of  reafon,  and  vain  of  a  fupc- 
rior  fenfe  <>f  things,  a  perfuu  wlio  is 
prejudiced,  though  he  Ihould  happen 
lobe  on  the  fulc  of  truth,  is  tb.e  purpe- 
tual  liibjcdt  of  our  ridicule  ;  and  ofren 
it  proven, jthat  he  who  thinks  himfelf 
mod  free  frr>rn  ir,  is  in  reality  more 
guilty  than  the  very  man  he  condemns 
for  ir. 

To  be  plain,  the  xvorld  is  wholly  go¬ 
verned  bv  prejudiet  ;  uud  1  think  it 
icarct  poihblc  to  find  any  one  perfon 
V’hofc  botitr  judgment  is  nor,  in  a 
Greater  or  lets  degree,  perverted  by 
it.

*1  his  country  h  many  obligatioiii  to 
this  Nobleman  for  his  introducing  tlic 
•altc  of  exotic  trees  into  this  kingdom, 
thofe  which  himl'clf  planted  atWlntton- 
houfe,  near  Hounflow,  now  tlie  fe.;t  of 
Sir  W.  Chambers,  having  fucctcdcd  To 
wonderfully  well.  The  Duke  was  a 
great  PoliticiAii,  and,  like  moil  of  that 
profelTion,  pcrfirted  in  it  till  the  halt 
moment  of  his  life.  Not  many  days 
before  he  died,  and  whilll  he  was  in  a 
Hate  of  great  languor,  Mr.  Pelham,  the 
Miniiler,  lent  one  of  liis  gcntlcni'rn  to 
know  how  he  did.  The  Duke,  wi!!ir«g 
to  appear  in  tolerable  health,  fent  out 
for  a  cold  burrock  of  beef  before  he  ad- 
fuitted  Mr.  Pelham’s  gentleman,  and 
atfedted  to  eat  fomc  or  it  before  liiin 
(tho’  he  had  not  ate  anything  folid  for 
fome  time) ;  and  begged  hint  to  make 
his  rclpe^ts  to  his  mailer,  with  many 
thanks  for  his  kind  enquiries,  adding, 
**  You  may  tell  him  yourfelf.  Sir,  how 
well  I  am  *,  you  fee  what  1  am  about.” 
The  Duke  was,  like  the  preftnt  Mr. 
Dundas,  the  Miniiler  for  his  country, 
that  of  Scotland.  He  ma  le  it  a  rule 
never  to  promife  any  perlun  direftly, 
and  even  if  a  place  were  given  away 
in  Scotland  by  the  Premier  of  Grcit 
Britain  without  his  recommendarion, 
to  write  to  the  perfou  as  if  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  his  fituation  by  his  mcan.>.  A 
celebrated  Patriot  was  aiked  wliat  he 
thought  of  the  talents  of  the  Duke  : 

He  has  iKecifely  thofe  of  a  lliarp  Ar- 
torhey,”  was  the  anfwer.  He  docs  no; 
appear  to  have  \)etn  a  very  reading 
man,  though  he  bad  an  imintuife  collcc 
tion  of  books.  When  fome  one  ii  anked 
him  for  having  done  him  the  lioncnir 
TO  fublcnue  to  his  book,  “  No  parti- 
cul»r  thanks,  Sir,”  faid  the  Duke, 

arc  owing  to  me  on  this  (/ccafion,  I 
bjv  cvervthing  rhit  m  pubiilhed.’l  The 
magniticent  Drawing-room  at  Whition- 
houlc  was  buiit  out  of  complnncMt 
lo  the  full  Duke  of  Cumbv'*r!.in.l,wh  jra 
lie  had.  often  invited  to  come  to  fee  him, 
and  the  Dul;c  cominuiilv  told  .bun, 
that  he  had  a  room  to  receive  him  and 
his  fuite.

him  in  his  life-tirnc,  and  his  lagacity 
but  too  well  knew  what  little  feeling 
either  a  Ipeudtlirift  or  liis  creditors  have 
for  a  parent,  whoi'e  kindnels  has  been 
perhaps  foolilhly  extended  to  pay  fums 
which  carclefsnefs  and  profligacy  have 
lavii’ncd,  to  comply  witii  the  demands 
which  inicrefted  rafcaluy  is  ever  ready 
to  make  on  luch  occaliuns.

Jtis  not  doubted  that  anapplici- 
uon  has  been  made  from  the  national 
covQCtl  at  War  fa  w  to  the  Octutnan 
court,  for  fu  interference  to  prevent 
the  final  difmemberment  of  Poland ;

On 
ihf  contrary*  fume  tneafures  (cem  to 
have  been  already  taken  toward  that 
defipt;  fi/T  about  the  middle  of  De¬ 
cember,  the  Aufiriancapuin  Thcl  was 
diipttcbcd  to  Vienna  by  Ge ucral  Su- 
warrow,  with  an  account  of  an  arrange¬ 
ment  made  by  the  Rufllaft  Emprefs  of 


.the  territorUs  cf  Poland.  The  Ik.ofc 
•f  Aufiria  h4ivtog  gained  tbefe  'yjtfef- 
fioos  without  the  troohle  of  fightine, 
appeared  fo  well  Cuisfied  with  the  dif. 
po^on,  that  Captain  Thel,  for  r»e. 
ing  been  the  bever  of  ihc  intelk- 
gence,  wes  advanced  fo  the  rank  of 
Slajfir,  and  Colonel  Flciicher,  cf  the 
Edat  ma^,  is  flsortiy  to  fet  out  f^^r  Pu. 
land,  in  order  to  afeertain  the  I*ne  of 
deaanrkation.  The  Aufirian  acauifi- 
rions,  it  is  rumoured,  are  to  cor.hft  <4 
five  provinces;  tne  polatinates  of  Cnclm, 
Sendomir,  Lublin,  Cracow,  and  Ha- 
iiei,  (bmetimes  called  Pukucte.  One 
thing,  hosvrver,  feetns  toembarraftthit 
difiribufion,  which  is,  rhor  the  Praf- 
fian  tro«»ps  (lill  remain  pr.dcfTed  of  the 
palatinate  of  Seod//mtr ;  or,  tf  nf^t  ac¬ 
tually  in  poiTethon,  arc  encamped  up^m 
its  frontiers. 

**  It  might  reafmiblv  hare  been  hoped 
that  the  miferiesof  this  dUira^ted  coun¬ 
try  had  been  now  at  an  end.  The  hum¬ 
ble  fubmithon  of  the  parriots  to  thofe 
who  had  roblied  them  of  their  libertiei, 
it  might  have  been  espeffcd,woi.ld  have 
diiarmed  them  of  their  vengeance;  bat 
on  the  aoth  of  December  a  courier  ar¬ 
rived  from  the  Emprefs  to  General 
Count  Bushoerden,  vacrernor  of  War-

The  fame  mcfiTcivger 
brought  alfo  a  letter  from  the  Emprefi 
to  the  King,  inviting  (cr,  as  fome  ac¬ 
counts  (fate,  peremptorily  commanding) 
him  to  quit  hit  capital,  and  to  repair 
to  Grodno;  and,  on  the  7th of  fanuary 
1795,  his  Majeitv  fat  oft  in  obcuience  to 
the  fummons.  What  her  purpofe  is  in 
this  mealure  cannot  certainly  be  known'. 
There  is  an  appearance  of  crnelty  how¬ 
ever,  independent  of  the  mortincatton 
to  royal  dignity*  in  thus  compelling  a 
king.worn  out  with  afc  and  an  impaired 
confiitutlon*  to  the  fatigue  at  tbisin- 
C'cmentfeafonoffo  long  a  journey.  But* 
fr  m  every  appearance,  the  life  of  this 
eacittcnc  man  and  monarch  promifes  a

Pradlitioners 
had  furely  forgotten  that  the  chief  ctule 
of  the  rupture  and  haemorrhage,  and  the 
chief  impediment  to  the  cure,  \Vas  the 
didenflon  or  too  great  fulnefs  of  the 
hlood  veflfeU }  otherwite  they  would  not 
have  added  to  this  fulnefs  and  diden- 
fion  hy  their  plentiful  dilution.  When 
no  very  urgent  fymptoms  of  haemor¬ 
rhage  arc  prefent,  a  pint  of  liquid,  in¬ 
cluding  tea  and  every  other  kind  of  fiuid 
taken  by  the  patient,  it  fufheient  in 
twenty. four  hours,  and  cannot  fafelv 
be  inc^eafed.  But  in  the  watchman^s 
cafe,  hereafter  mentioned,  where  apo¬ 
plexy  was  prefCnt,  accompanied  with 
ilrong  full  pulfe^  as  well  as  the  hxmor- 
rhage,notwith(lahding  1  bled  and  purg¬ 
ed  him^  I  allowed  him  no  drink  for  the 
firll  fix  hours,  and  half  a  pint  only  for 
the  next  twenty-four  hours.  He  drank 
nothing  during  the  operation  of  the 
phyfic)  and  the  change  produced  by 
this  regulation  of  liquid,  even  in  a  very 
Ihort  time,  was  aftonilhing.  His  vef- 
fels,  of  couffe,  became  Emptier  ^  fe¬ 
ver  and  third  were  much  abated  ;  the 
apople6tic  fymptoms  had  dil'appeared  ; 
and,  in  Ihort,  all  the  morbid  atl'cdfions 
were  more  favourable. 

“  From  what  has  been  faid,  I  conceive 
it  will  be  allovved  that  a  proper  regu¬ 
lation  of  the  liquids  taken  by  the  pa¬ 
tient  is  of  the  greatelf  importance  in 
the  treatment  of  pulmonary  hemor¬ 
rhage^  and  experience  enables  me  to 
alfert,  that  if  early  and  proper  atten¬ 
tion  is  paid  to  this  principle,  the  pa¬ 
tient  will,  in  general,  be  fpeedily  re- 
dored;  whereas,  if  ncgle£ted,  and  a 
contrary  method  purfued,  even  all  the 
other  means  of  cure  may  prove  ineffcc- 
tual. 

“  In'a  late  converfation  with  a  learned 
and  intelligent  Foreigner,  I  was  in¬ 
formed  that  almod  all  the  French  who 
arc  taken  with  aiiy  confiderablc  bleed¬ 
ing  from  the  lungs,  fink  under  the 
dileafc.  On  enquiring  how  much  ii- 
*«juid  they  generally  drank  in  twenty - 
lour  lipurs,  he  alTured  me  the  quantity 
was  commonly  very  confiderablc  ;  and 
that,  wheu  a  purgative  was  given,  the 
^dire^fion  condantiy  was  to  drink  abun- 
*  dement.  If  fo.  the  efficacy  of,  our  prin- 
.ciple  receives  additional  fupport,  while 
the  Qnortality  refulting  from  a  very  oppo- 
iilejtreatmcnt  is  cadly  accouated  for.** 
'^Quf  Author’s  method  of  trcarrnehjt 
Aud  cert^i^ly.  appear  ratianal  to  every 


one  who  ii  properly  acquainted  with  the 
dru£tufe  of  the  human  body,  and  the 
circulation  of  the  blood  through  the 
lungs;  for,  as  it  is  well  known  that 
whatever  quanti^  of  fluids  a  patient 
drinks,  they  muft  all  enter  the  btood- 
vefTcls,  and  pafs  through  the  lungs,  lie- 
fore  they  arc  expelled  the  body,  anlcfs 
they  are  carried  through  the  intcilinal 
canal  by  a  purging  ;  it  mud,  therefore, 
follow,  that  if  a  patient,  labouring  un¬ 
der  hzmorrhage  from  the  lungs,  drinks 
three  or  four  quarts  of  diluents  in  the 
day  more  than  he  has  been  accufiomed 
to,  the  blood  vclfeU  of  the  lungs  will  be 
thereby  over-didended,  and  the  lix- 
morrhage  thereby  tnereaftd  ;  and  that, 
if  this  didenfion  is  removed  by  purging, 
and  a  proper  limitation  of  liquids,  the 
vcffcls  will  be  retained  in  a  date  more 
favourable  for  the  union  of  the  ruptured 
veffcl.  • 

Jn  confidcring  Adlima,  he  endea¬ 
vours  to  prove  that  the  proximate  caulc 
confills  more  commonly  in  the  blocKl- 
vcffcls  than  in  the  air-velfels. 

That  there  arc  adhmas  of  both  kinds 
there  can  be  ivo  doubt;  but  whether 
ai'thma,  when  an  original  difeafe,  con- 
fids  more  generally  in  that  date  of  the 
pulmonary  blood-vefrcls  deferibed  by 
our  Author,  future  experience  and  dil- 
fedfion  can  only  demondrate. 

The  tird  cafe  related  by  Mr.  D. 
feems,  however,  to  be  decidedly  of  this 
kind. 

In  page  55,  after  having  related  a 
cafe  of  adhma  which  had  come  on  gra¬ 
dually,  and  which  was  fucceisfully 
treated  by. purging,  limitation  of  fluids, 
&c.  he  obferves,  1  conceive,  that 
during  the  nrd  nve  years,  when  the 
difhculcy  of  breathing  was  gradually 
ciuiiing  on,  that  the  blood-relTcIs  of 
the  lungs  were  then,  as  gradually,  lo- 
fing  their  contra6lilc  power,  fo  that  the 
bk'od  was  nut  very  regularly  propelled 
.through them.  In  this  cafe,  congcfiion 
of  blood  mud  take  place  in  the  lungs, 
whenever  by  hurry,  or  any  extraordi¬ 
nary  exercife,  the  blood  was  fent  into 
them  more  quickly,  or  in  greater  quan¬ 
tity  than  ufual,  and  confequent  dith- 
culty  of  breathing  mud  enluc  ;  and, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  eight  years, 
when  confirmed  adhma  took  place, 
it  feems  probable  that,  from  the  great 
exertion  ufed  in  running  home,  the 
vcffels  were  fo  much  didended  as  to 
'  lofc,  in  great  meafurc,  their  contratlitc 
power;  from  which  Ijich  congedionof 
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blood  in  the  lungs  w at  produced  as  might 
have  proved  fatal,  had  not  timely  allift- 
aoce  been  procured.** 

On  the  above  do£lrine  he  founds  his 
indications  of  cure,  which  art —

adly,  To'  reftorc  their  contractility 
and  tone  after  they  have  been  fulRcienciy 
emptied.  , 

The  firft  he  endeavours  to  fulfil  by 
occafional  bleeding,  by  vomiting  and 
purging,  by  limitation  of  liquids, 

And  he  fays,  “  The  aCtive  purgatives, 
which, while  theyempty  the  vcffcTs,  tend 
alfo  to  excite  their  coatraCtile  power, 
will  be  preferable  to  the  milder  ones  :** 
which  opinion  the  praCticc  both  of  the 
ancients  and  moderns  i'ecms  to  con¬ 
firm. 

The  latter  by  •cids,  aether,  flowers  of 
zinc,  Itccl  and  mirrh,  by  other  tonics, 
oxygen,  air,  and  the  cold  hath. 

Indeed,  the  whole  chapter  on  the 
afllima,  as  well  as  the  additional  pages  of 
it  on  the  broken-wind  of  horfes,  we 
think  well  deferving  of  an  attentive 
pcrufal. 

From  the  difeafes  of  the  blood- vef- 
fels,  our  Author  proceeds  to  thofe  of 
the  aerial  fyftcm,  viz.  catarrh,  croup, 
and  tubercle  ;  and  then  to  ulceration  and 
confumption. 

His  doCtrinc  of  the  feat,  origin,  for¬ 
mation,  and  termination  of  tubercle,  is 
very  ingenious,  and  appears  to  us  to  be 
the  molt  rational  yet  publilhcd.  Icdif* 
fers  materially  from  Dr,  Stark’s,  which 
has  hitherto  been  efteemed  the  moft 
correct ;  for  this  ingenious  phyfician 
Contends,  that  tubercle  has  no  veflels, 
which  points  it  out  as  a  kind  of  extra* 
neous  fuhfiance,  little  likely  to  be  re¬ 
moved  :  but  our  Author's  reafoning  on 


the  varioua  changes  which  arc  daily 
taking  place  in  the  body  of  tubercle, 
fuch  as  ulceration,  fecretion,  kc*  proves 
to  our  fatitfa^tion  that  they  are  vafeu- 
lar,  and  holds  out  to  us  a  greater  pro- 
babilitv  of  cure. 

In  (peaking  of  the  cure  of  tubercle, 
many  very  ingenious  and  ufcful  patfio- 
logical  obfervationi  ocQur,  whi^h  are 
well  wonhy  the  attention  of  medical 
practitioners. 

And  here,  as  well  as  in  the  treatment 
of  the  pulmonary  confumption  from 
ulceration,  which  he  next  confiders, 
he  thinks  that  the  moderate  ufe  of  li- 
quids  will  be  of  fervice,  and  his  rca- 
(oning  appears  j ltd  and  rational} 
if  the  lungs,  when  no  obflruCIioa, 
exifls  in  them,  arc  much  opprelTed  by 
a  great  quantity  of  diluting  drinks, 
how  much  more  mull  they  be  in  like 
manner  aflcCled  when  great  part  of 
their  blood-vcflcls  arc  obliterated,  which 
always  happens,  more  or  Icfs,  in  the  pro* 
grefs  of  this  dreadful  maladv. 

His  treatment  of  conltimption  is 
founded  on  genera)  principles }  and 
thinking,  with  all  practitioners  who 
have  confidered  this  fubje^,  that  the 
conflant  action  of  the  lungs  is  one  of 
the  chief  impedim'ents  to  the  cure,  he 
conceives  that  the  limitation  of  liquids 
will  tend  in  a  great'meafure  to  counter¬ 
act  their  natural  inquict  (late,  and  in 
that  way  affift  in  the  cure. 

To  conclude,  we  are  of  opinion  thst 
the  public  is  much  obliged  to  the  Au¬

work  itfelf*  we  cannot  clofe  this 
article  without  exhibiting  to  him  the 
following  profound  and  judicious  ob- 
fervations  on  the  nature  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  ^ 

“  At  no  period  of  a  people’s  hiftory 
can  fpeculation  have  any  other  effc^ 
than  to^  check  their  progrefs  towards 
perfcfiion,  to  produce  the  facrifice  of 
what  they  have  alreadv  gained,  and  to 
poifon  their  felicity.  Experience  is  the 
'  only  guide  of  political  wifdom  ;  and  it 
h  only  when,  under  her  guidance,  re¬ 
medies  are  applied  in  a  legal,  cautious, 
and  circumipedt  manner,  for  the  cor- 
re£lion  of  feriout  and  undoubted  evils, 
that  any  i'olid  and  durable  advantage 
can  be  denved^from  a  change.  Thus, 
indeed,  even  abufes  may  lead  to  im* 

•  provement,  and  cpprelfion  itfelf  may 
ultimately  be  produftivc  of  tecurity. 
But  fpecuUtive  innovation  can  tend  only 
to  fubvtifion  ;  and  it  is  the  moft  I'urc 
and  fatal  enemy  of  all  human  infritu- 
tions,  and  of  all  focial  happinefs. 

“  If,  therefore,  according  to  the  un¬ 
changeable  laws  of  nature  (thus  uni¬ 
form  and  analogous  in  their  operations, 
whether  they  regard  the  phyfical  or  the 
focial  exigence  of  man),  it  impoinble 
for  fpeculation  to  form  the  batis  of  any 
pradiicablc  fyftcm^of  government,  how 
vain  and  pr<.iuiiiptu<'us,  and,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  at  the  lame  time,  how  inifchicv- 
ous  mud  be  the  attempt,  to  fubhitutc  a 
new  and  experimental  I'yrtcm,  in  the 
place  of  one  which  has  been  long  tfta- 
bliflicd,  which  time  and  experience 
have  confirmed, and  under  which(  what¬ 
ever  defedfs  like  everything  human  it 
may  pofftfs)  a  (late  has  become  flourifh- 
ing  and  profperous.  How  can  (lability 
attend  a  new  conftitution,  which,  bc- 
fidcs  being  defedlive  in  its  foundauon, 
and  vilionary  in  its  nature^  has  to  cn- 
'  counter  the  refinance  arifing  out  of  the 
previous  (late  of  things,  and  to  druggie 
with  all  thofe  influences  which  have 
been  flowing  uninterruptedly,  and  with 
conlUnrly  increafing  force,  from  the 
remote  fources  of  antiquity.  Although 
it  may  he  polfible  by  the  diflufion  of  the 
poil'onous  and  diforganizing  principles 
of  the  modern  philofophy,  to. corrupt 
and  inflame  a  people  to  fuch  a  degree, 
as  to  eflTtdf,  by  their  means,  the  fab- 
terdon  of  an  ancient  government,  by 
4*pri?ing  it,  for  a  time,  of  the  cfl'ential 
^ipport  of  opinion,  and  thereby  reduc¬ 
ing  it  to  iu  mere  phyfical  force,  dill, 
however,  in  real  dxength  and  miiaence,

ranquiihed  as  it  may  Teem,  it  is  vadly 
fuperior  to  any  fydem  that  can  be  lub- 
dituted  by  theory.  Thofe  mural  in¬ 
fluences  which  were  {gradually  forming 
through  a  long  i'uccciSon  of  ages,  now* 
ever  they  may  appear  to  yield  to  the 
momentary  impulle  of  enthudafm,  can 
only  be  dedroyed  by  the  operation  of 
time,  producing  counter-iniiueoces  of 
a  dmilar  nature.  But  the  formation  of 
Inch  counter-influences  is  almofl  in* 
fuperably  difficult,  bccaufe  reflfled.by 
the  invincible  tendency  of  human  na¬ 
ture,  collectively  as  well  as  individually, 
to  return  to  long  cftablilhed  habits. 
Meanwhile  opinion,  diverted,  by  arti¬ 
ficial  caufes,  out  of  itsaccuflomed  chan¬ 
nel,  finds  it  impoinble  to  Hx  and  fettle 
any  where  cife  j  like  Noah’s  doyc,  it 
meets  with  no  reding  place  ;  aud,  hav¬ 
ing  no  direction  but  what  it  receives 
from  caprice,  it  is  inctfTaniJy  fluCluat- 
ing,  until  the  mifcrics  attending  fuch  a 
lituation  produce  the  conviction,  that 
the  former  date  of  quiet  and  repofe  was 
infinitely  'preferable  to  all  that  can  be 
rained  by  a  change  :  and  then,  like  a 
ire^,  for  a  tune  forcibly'  inclined  to- 
wardfi  the  ground,  but  at  length  releaf- 
ed  from  its  violent  prtfl'uit,  opiaion 
will  I'pring  with  irrefiftiblc  force,  and  * 
perhaps  with  an  indantaneuus  impulfe, 
into  its  ancient  and  wonted  direction. 
There  is  danger  indeed,  that  the  date 
of  anarchy  produced  by  the  removal  of 
the  funner  government  may  afford  an 
opporuinicy  for  the  edablifhaxnt  of 
foiiic  violent  derpuiirm,  fomc  ferocious 
fyilem  of  tyranny,  that  may,  by  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  terror,  maintain  itlclf  until 
ancicni  imprclfions  lx  almoft  effaced,' 
and  the  rccoilcClion  of  former  h^ippinels 
be  nearly  extinCt ;  until  the  dcady  ad¬ 
herents  of  the  forir.cr  fydem  be  inodly 
cut  off  by  the  tixc  of  the  executioner, 
or  the  droke  of  death  ;  and  until  a  new 
generation  diall  arife,  trained  up  in 
habits  of  fear  and  fervile  fubmilfion, 
and  the  country  be  made  to  experience 
no  Icfs  a  change,  than  if  a  foreign  con¬ 
queror,  at  the  head  of  overpowering 
armies,  had  tranfpianced  irtro  it  the  laws^ 
manners,  and  inhabitants  of  another 
clime.  Then,  indeed,  may  the  former 
government  be  entirely  exterminated, 
and  deprived  of  ail  chance  of  a  redor- 
ation:  but  never  can  this  be  done  by 
fpeculaticn  and  theory,  which,  w  h  never 
mctaphydcal  pcliiiciaiis  may  imagine, 
are  incapable  of  fybdituting  any  per- 
raanenc  ctUblilhrr.ent.”

Sf  NCE  the  union  tffcftcd  between  the 
two  kingdonis  of  Scotland  and  Eng¬ 
land,  the  Scotch  have  formed  fo  conn- 
dcrable  and  dlftinguilhed  a  part  of  So¬ 
ciety  in  this  country,  that  it  may  not  bc> 
perhaps,  an  ufclefs  or  unimportant  taik 
to  delineate  their  national  chara6ter,  as 
it  may  contribute  to  rclcuc  merit  from 
^he  detradlion  of  calumny  on  the  one 
hand,  and  to  circumicribe  within  the 
bounds  of  truth  the  praife  which  is  at¬ 
tributed  to  it  on  the  other.  In  confi- 
dcring  them  with  a  view  to  their  intel- 
Icttual  lacultics,  wc  mult  acknowledge 
that  they  poffers  a  quicknefs  of  coin- 
prehenfion,  a  clearnefs  of  conception,  a 
penetrating  fagacity,  and  a  folid  judg¬ 
ment  ;  but  they  arc  diftinguilhed  rather 
for  a  (irength  of  underftanding,  than  a 
lublimity  of  genius,  or  a  brilliancy  of 
imagination.  Their  minds  arc  a  rich 
foil,  which  is  alwavs  fertile  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  its  cultivation  ;  poflTcffcd  offj- 
culties  rather  intcllcdlual  than  creative, 
they  owe  theii  atiainmenrv;  more  to 
powers  of  ratiocination  than  the  intui¬ 
tion  of  genius.  Excited  by  the  natural 
l^Hviiy  of  their  niintt'-,  which  aie 
llrcngthched  by  cobtinuil  cxercilc,  la¬ 
borious,  lUady,  and  peruvering,  tluy 
fcid‘>m  tail  to  ohiain  ih»*  object  of  tin  ii

In  the  qua¬ 
lities  of  their  heart,  as  in  the  faculties 
of  the  mind,  we  find  them  impreflTcd 
with  the  damp  of  education  :  imbibing 
in  their  carlied  age  the  facred  principles 
of  religion,  their  conviction  commonly 
remains  for  ever  imprinted  on  their 
minds,  and  they  arc  therefore  generally 
finccre  in  its  profcffion,  even  thougli 
they  may  not  be  exadtly  obfcrvani  of  us 
precepts  :  rarely  becoming  profligate, 
though  they  may  have  ccalcd  lo  be  vir¬ 
tuous,  and  retaining  a  fenfe  of  piety,  al¬ 
though  they  may  have  difrcgardcd  the 
d'CTaicsof  morslny.  Infiucnced  by  thefe 
principles,  they  commonly  a6t  with  inte-  ■ 
grity,  unlefs  conupted  by  affluence,  or 
txciicd  to  ambition  by  the  acquirement 
ri  pow  er  ;  but  governed  by  the  precepts 
<  t  ih?.l  frugal  prudence  which  is  a  part  rf 
■  ihc  cuucaiion  in  an  inaffluent  date,  or  bi- 
•iTcd  by  the  confide  rations  which  fugged 
thtmlelves  to  the  mind  employed  in  the 
purfuit  of  \vc.Oth,  they  poffefs  not  in  t 
very  cmiiunt  degree  the  more  gene- 
T.-^us  sffc/fioiis  of  the  human  bread* 
Ctucful  only  to  obey  the  compulfory 
maudutes  ct  duty,  if  they  fatisfy  its  de¬ 
mands,,  they  fcldom  exceed  its  limits j 
aiid,  contrw<^tiug  rliccxpanfe  of  human 
charily,  they  tco  often  ciicumfcribe  the 
extent  of  tlieir  beneficence  within  the 
circle  of  nationil  philanthropy,

PAFETY  OF  HIS  MAJI  STV’s  PERSON 
AND  GOV  EK.SalENT. 

Lord  Grenville  rofe,  and  called  the 
attention  of  their  Lordffiips  to  a 
cjueftion  of  the  utmoft  importance  ;  and 
which  he,. as  one  of  his  Majefty’s  Mi- 
nifters,  or  as  a  Peer  of  that  Hoijfc, 
Would  be  criminal  in  not  dulv  con- 
fidering.  Noble  Lords  would  (ee  that 
he  alluded  to  the  Proclamations  ilTued 
•  in  ctmre'quence  of  an  attapk  on  his  Ma- 
Hx.  and  of  a  meetini^  held  in  the  vipi- 
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niiy  of  the  metropolis,  which  had  been 
chiefly  and  primarily  the  caufe  of  the 
daring  outrage  he  had  juft  mentioned. 
On  thcl'c  Proclamations  he  intended  to 
ground  the  motion  he  had  to  fubmit, 
namely,  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  prevent 
alfcmblics  of  an  inflammatory  nature, 
where  papers  are  circulated,  and 
fpccchcs  made,  calculated  to  irritate 
the  minds  of  his  Majefty's  fubje^s 
again  It  his  Perfon  and  Government. 
In  intioducing  fuch  a  Bill,  he  obferved, 
he  did  not  depart  from  the  ufage  of  our 
anceftors ;  who,  in  times  of  public  dan- 
gcr,  when  the  life  of  the  TVLmarch  was 
put  in  jeopardy,  were  obliged  to  pafi 
l.iws  to  prevent  trcafonablc  a6fs.  Jn 
frauiing  the  provifions  of  tlic  Bill,  he 
had  followed  particularly  the  A£f  paffed 
in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and 
tlie  commencement  of  the  reign  of  King 
Charlts  the  Second;  and  though  there 
might  be  found  fomc  Noble  Lord  who 
would  ohje^i  to  the  mcafurc,  be  was 
aware  that  he  had  not  deviated  in  the 
Icaft  from  the  fpirit  of  former  times. 

If  then  men,  in  contempt  of  every 
thing  legal  and  ronftiiutional,  dared  thus 
publicly  to  vilify  the  Monarch  and 
Monarchy  itfclf,  furtly  the  energy  and 
intrrpofinon  of  Parliament  were  loudly 
called  for  to  ftup  the  tide  of  anarchy  and 
con  fufion. 

If  the  progrefs  of  fuch  abominable 
wickednefs  were  not  prevented,  \yhcrc 
might  the  wicked  difturbers  flop  ?  Was 
it  not  evident,  that  they  were  iravclr 
ling,  and  that  not  fccrctly,  to  what  it 
Ihocked  the  human  imagination  to  con¬ 
ceive  ?  I'hcy  were  (Inking,  he  con¬ 
tended,  at  the  root  of  all  that  was  dear 
to  us  :  they  were  Capping  the  bafts  of 
our  glorious  Conftituiion.  He  ihould 
not,  ar  prefent,  fpeak  more  at  large,  but 
merely  move  that  the  Bill  be  now  read 
a  ftrft^timc,  and  printed  and  read  a  fe- 
cond  lime  on  T uelday. 

I.ord  Lauderdale  faid,  thatafterwhat 
fell  from  the  Noble  Lord  on  the  VVool- 
fack  a  few  nmhts  fincc,  he  little  ex¬ 
posed  that  (uch  a  fcvcrc  mcafurc 
would  be  urged.  He  heard  the  Noble 
and  Learned  Lord  fay,  thdt  feditions 
and  treafons  were  happily  fupprelTcd  t 
and  immediately  after,  was  furprifed 
by  the  introduction  of  a  Bill,  iliat  went, 
he  contended,  to  annihilate  the  liberty 
of  Ergliffimcn.  After  the  palfing  of 
this  Bill,  he  obferved,  people  could  not 
meet  to  deliberate  on  any  public  bufi- 
nefs — on  the  'C6n‘dufl  of  their  owii 
Reprefentatives,  or  his  Majefty’s  Mini- 
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flfr*.  He  heard  with  furprizc  one  of 
4hc  proviftons  of  the  Bill,  na'nely,  tluit 
h  ihoiiUl  not  affcfh  the  tree  debating, 
^iC,  of  Members  of  Parliament.  By 
thi«,  he  laid,  it  was  evident  that  Eng- 
lilhmcn  were  deprived  of  their  great 
boaft. 

Lord  Grenville  rofe  in  reply,  and 
faid,  that  the  Noble  Earl  had  given  an 
unfair  turn  to  whtr  fell  from  the 
Noble  Lord  on  the  Woolf.ick  on  a  f*ir- 
mcr  night.  His  Lordlhip  did  not  fay 
that  every  .difpolition  to  treafon,  that 
all  ftditiitus  defigns  were  fupprefl'cd 
and  prevented:  Ke  (Lord  Grenville) 
only  Congratulated  that  Houft  on  being 
able  to  fit  and  deliberate,  long  after 
the  enemies  of  order  and  civilization 
had  menac.ed  their  deftruftion.  Lord 
Grenville  did  not  acciife  the  great 
body  of  the  people  of  diHoynlty — no, 
he  difclaimcd  Inch  an  a(ferti(jn  :  he  only 
meant,  that  there  were  fotne  men  of  in¬ 
formation  and  talents  in  the  country, 
\v  ho  endeavoured  to  poil'on  the  minds 
of  fuch  as  had  not  the  fame  advantages 
of  education  with  ’liemlelves.  To  (top 
the  current  of  this  iufidic'us  poifon,  he 
propul’td  the  Bill  in  queiiion  ;  and  he 
trultcd  it  would  be  found  adnjuate  to 
his  hopes.  He  denied  that  pco’>ie  were 
prevented  by  the  Bill  from  meeting  to¬ 
gether  in  a  legal,  peaceable,  and  con- 
liiiutional  minuer.  Jn  f.i£f,  it  went  to 
p^rfervt:  to  Kngltihmen  the  bieflings  of 
tluir  invaluable  Conliitution,  and  i;ot  to 
^ them  of  it. ' 

The  Duke  of  Bedford  role,  not  to 
cppole  the  Noble  Secretary  of  State’s 
motion  at  prtl'ent ;  but  he  ilid  not 
mean,  by  contenting  to  the  reading  of 
the  Bill,  toaffinr  to  its  principle  and 
provifions.  He  was  not  then  prepared, 
from  merely  hearing  it  read,  to  combat 
its  dangerous  tendency  ;  he  fiiould  re- 
ferve  himtelf  to  its  other  Itagts.  He 
trurted,  in  the  mean  time,  that  Englidi- 
ir.cn  would  afl'cmblc,  aiul  ihew  Govern¬ 
ment  that  they  would  not  tamely  give 
up  tluir  liberty,  which  was  about  to  be 
‘yrefted  from  thf-m  for  ever. 

The  Karl  <*f  Radnor  w.ihed  to  im- 
prtls  on  the  minds  of  the  Noble  Lords 
the  (iaCiite  of  Edward  III.  Tliat  l\a- 
tutc  went  evidently  to  Ihidd  the  Sove¬ 
reign  from  overt  a6ts  of  ireafon  :  and 
'if  Monarchy  itfclf  was  aimed  at,  there 
was  no  doubt  but  the  life  of  the  Sove- 
'Tcign  was  at  Icafl  v  iriually  imagined  and 
'end?ngcrtd.  If  the  exigencies  of  the 
times  requind  the  palfing  new  regula- 
’ttoiis  cn  this  head,  the  fame  ft&tutc  di- 


reffed  the  Judges  to  apply  to  Parlia¬ 
ment  in  any  dubious  cafes.  ‘ 

Lord  Hopetoun  wilhed  to  caution 
Noble  Lords  againll  debating  this  fub- 
jc<ff  with  warmth  and  fervour,  winch 
might  be  produffive  of  much  irritation 
on  the  public  mind.  If  tlie  evil,  faid 
his  Lordfiiip,  goes  to  deprive  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  this  country  of  their  liberty,  it 
can  be  expofed  wit^h  coolnefs  and  dif- 
cretion.  Jf  the  exigency  of  the  mo¬ 
ment  ir-akes  fuch  a  meafure  necelTary, 
it  may  be  paffed  only  for  a  time  limited. 
At  all  events  his  Lordfhtp  wilhed  Noble 
Lords  to  preferve  a  right  temper  in  this 
bufincfs,  M'hicli  was  calculated  to  ex¬ 
cite  apprchcnfioas  in  a  people  jealous  of 
their  liberty  and  the  privileges  of  their 
Confiitutirn. 

Lord  Lauderdale  replied  to  his  Lord- 
fhip,  that  what  he  laid  was  not  didtated 
by  the  warmth  of  the  moment,  but  was 
the  refulr  of  mature  deliberation.  He 
could  nt.t,  he  laid,  have  cxprcfTcd  him- 
fclf  on  I'uch  a  fubjet^.l,  in  weaker  lan¬ 
guage.  In  future  ftuges  of  the  Bill  he 
ihould  fj>eak  in  much  Itrongcr  L^ngu?.gc, 
and  with  more  animauoii  ;  ami  he  con¬ 
tended,  that  if  the  Bill  Ihouid  pals  into 
a  law.,  the  liberty  of  F.ngliflimen  is  no 
moie.  The  people,  he  laid,  reduced 
to  the  utmoft  difirefs  by  a  war  in  which 
Minifters  had  involved  them,  lupporicd 
themfelvts  in  the  idea  of  polTcHing  a 
free  Conftitution.  Thus  Minifters  de¬ 
prived  them  of  their  property,  and  at 
iart  of  liberty. 

Lord  Grcnvjhe  appealed  to  the  Houle 
on  the  jullicc  of  the  Nobis  Earl’s  at¬ 
tack.  On  all  o, cafuins — in  all  debates 
in  that  Houfr,  the  Noble  Earl  never 
forgot  his  old  argument.  But,  Lord 
Grenville  faid,  he  Ihould  always  anlvver 
him,  that  ^!iniiU‘r?:  had  the  advice  and 
concurrence  of  Parliament  in  the  outfrt 
and  continuance  of  rhe  war.  He  for¬ 
bore  to  reply  more  at  large,  and  only  re¬ 
quired  Noble  Lords  to  remember  wh  it 
he  had  now  and  always  faid  to  fuch  at¬ 
tacks. — The  motion  was  then  agictd 
to.

Lord  Grenville  role  to  move  for  the 
fccond  readinir  of  tiic  Bill  for  the  better 
fccuring  his  Majefty’s  Perfon  and  Go¬ 
vernment.  On  a  former  night,  he  faid, 
he  had  dated  all  the  grounds  upon 
which  he  thought  the  preient  mealure 
nectftary.  ilc  had  then  fully  ftated  to 
their  Lqrdfliips  thofc  fadts  which,  m 
his  opinion,  loudly  called  for  the  nae.a- 
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furc  he  then  propofed.  The  Bill,  he 
oblervcd,  was  divided  into  two  parts. 
The  firft,  as  relating  to  the  doftrinc  of 
Treafoii,  and  the  other  as  to  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  Seditious  Writings.  Tiic 
compailing  the  death  of  the  King  was 
already  Treafon  by  the  exifting  Law ; 
and  their  Lordihips  would  find,  by  this 
Bill,  that  not  only  any  attempt  on  the 
Life  of  their  Sovereign  wasTreaton, 
but  alfo  any  attempt  to  wound,  maim, 
orotherwife  do  him  any  corporeal  harm. 
It  was  hereby  declared  Treafon  alfo,  to 
attempt  to  depofe  and  dcthroBC  him. 
Their  Lordihips  would  all'o  find,  that 
to  compafs  the  levying  a  War  again ll 
the  King  would  equally  come  under  the 
penalties  of  Treafon,  Whether  this 
was  done  by  writing,  or  advifcdly 
fpeaking,  in  eflfeft  amounted  to  the  fame 
thing,  and  was  originally  intended  to  be 
fubjciSted  to  the  lame  penalties.  The 
other  provifions  of  the  Bill  refpedtd 
Sedition.  It  made  a  Lcond  crtfencc 
Tranfportation.  It  would  not  be  con¬ 
tended  that  it  was  not  a  crime  before 
this  Bill,  and  punilli/.blc  at  law.  What 
was  now  done  was  the  praftice  of  our 
anceftors,  and  in  the  Ipirit  of  former 
times.,  If  the  provifions  againft  any 
evil  were  found  inelfcflual,  new  reme¬ 
dies  were  applied,  and  feverer  mtafures 
adopted.  The  exifting  laws  were  now 
found  inadequate  to  the  fuppreliion  of 
that  feditious  fpiiit  which  exifted  among 
feme  men,  and  it  therefore  became  ne- 
ceflary  to  apply  a  punifnment  which 
might,  by  its  effedt,  Ifop  the  mif- 
cinef. 

The  Duke  of  Bedford  faid,  he  rofe 
nor  to  follow  the  Noble  Lord  through  his 
derail  of  the  Bill,  but  to  enter  his  pro- 
left  againft  the  principle  of  it.  He  la¬ 
mented,  as  every  one  did,  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  circumftancc  of  tiie  infult  offered 
to  his  Majefty  ;  but,  he  afxcd,  were  the 
laws,  as  they  now  ftood,  not  fufficient 
to  puniih  it  ?  He  believed  they  were  ; 
and  if,  in  conCequcncc  of  the  Proclama¬ 
tion,  any  of  the  adtors  in  that  outrage 
were  apprehended,  he  was  convinced 
no  man,  nor  any  Jury  in  the  country, 
would  hefitatc  to  find  them  guilty. 

Lord  Lauderdale  rofe  with  great 
warmth,  and  declared,  it  was  pcrfedtly 
aftonilhing  to  him,  that  Minifters  IhouU 
expeft  of  that  Houfc  to  pafs  Bills  upon 
thfir  bare  affertion  of  the  necclfity  of 
them,  eipecially  when  it  was  confidcred 
to  w'nat  an  enormous  extent  the  mca- 
,  lure  now  propofed  went.— They  were 
told,  that  the  outrage  committed ajiinft 
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the  perfon  of  his  Majefty  had  its  founda» 
tion  in  certain  popular  Societies^  but 
he  expedfed,  and  liiould  have  fuppulcd 
that  the  Houfe  would  alfo  have  expedf- 
cd,  that  if  fuch  was  the  calc,  it  would 
have  been  traced  and  made  evident  to 
their  Lordihips,  and  not  have  refted  oo 
the  bare  unluppurtcd  affertion  of  Mini* 
fters. 

In  ail  times  Revolutions  were  pre¬ 
ceded  by  unufual  feverity  of  La\v% 
which  as  conftaatly  had  failed  in  their 
intended  eftedt,  and  ftrongly  proved  this 
truth,  that  they  afforded  no  lecurity- 
His  Lordlliip  concluded  by  obferving^ 
that  the  outrage  againft  his  Majefty 
was  to  be  attributed  to  the  difeontent  of 
the  People  under  the  preffure  o£ 
War,  and  not  chargeable  to  any  of  th^ 
Popular  Srcicticr.. 

Lord  Mansfield  rofe;  He  admitted 
that  this  was  a  mcafure  of  importance, 
and  called  upon  their  Lordihips  (who 
were  equally  bound  to  protedt  the  Per¬ 
fon  and  Prerogatives. of  the  Sovereign 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Liberties  of 
the  People  cn  the  other)  for  the  mod 
ferious  inveftigation.  The  queftions 
for  their  Lordihips" conlidcratiua  were, 
whether  the  circumftanccs  of  the  times, 
the  iyftematic  feries  of  attempts  againft 
the  ConlUtution,  and,  laftly,  the  atro¬ 
cious  attempt  againft  the  Perfon  of  .the 
Sovereign,  did  not  call  for  tome  ftrong 
meafurc  and,  if  they  did,  whether 
the  prefenr  Bill  was  a  proper  one  ?  His 
Lordlliip  concluded  with  giving  his 
hearty  affent  to  the  Bill. 

Lord  Grenville  laid,  that  the  manner 
in  which  the  Noble  Lords  who  oppofed 
this  Bill  htd  condudfeJ  the  Debate,  liaJ 
left  him  but  very  little  to  trouble  their 
Lordftiips  with. 

A  Noble  Lord  had  afkcJ,  upon  what 
eridcnce  this  meafure  was  t'mnded  > 
Had  not  their  LordHiips  abundance  of 
evidence  before  them,  of  the  intentions 
of  a  large  body  of  men  intake  every  ftep 
in  their  power  ?  and  had  they  not  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  late  attempts  upon  his  Ma¬ 
jefty 's  Royal  Perfon  ?  Upon  thefc 
grounds,  he  trufted  that  their  Lord¬ 
ihips  would  alTent  to  a  meafure  which 
their  duty  to  their  Sovereign  and  to 
ihcir  Country  ftrongly  called,  for. 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  laid,  he  was 
extremely  lorry  that  after  the  moft  ma** 
turc  confidcration  be  could  not  give  hie 
affent  to  the  Bill.  He  would  not  con¬ 
tend  that  fomc  meafurc  of  this  nature 
was  nor  ncceffary,  but  he  difliked  its 
provifions. 

.  The 
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The  Duke  of  Leeds  faid,  he  Ihould 
gWe  his  attent  to  the  Bill,  though  there 
were  fotne  parts  in  it  which  he  fhould 
be  happy  to  have  left  out,  particularly 
that  ciaufc  which  went  to  referve  the 
freedom  of  Inecch  to  Members  of  Piir- 
liament,  as  he  thought  it  would  be 
produ^ivc  of  altercation  upon  a  fubje^f 
which  he  Ihould  conftder  as  perfectly 
clear, —  There  w  as  another  cxprcHion  he 
wiihed  to  he  left  out ;  the  words  of  the 
Bill  were  the  Government  and  Confti- 
tution.**  Now  he  wilbed  the  word  Go^ 
H^ernmertt  to  be  left  out,  as  likely  tocrc- 
ttc  muchconfufion.  I'hcfc  were  points 
which  ihotild  be  urged  in  a  Committee, 
but  he  thought  it  right  to  lUtc  them 
now,  in  hopes  that  their  Lordihips 
would  confider  them  ;  he  Ibould,  how¬ 
ever,  give  his  vote  for  the  fccond  read¬ 
ing  of  the  bill.

Lord  Wallinglnin  brought  up  the 
Report  of  the  Bill  for  the  better  fecu- 
rity  of  his  Majefty’s  Perfon. 

The  Duke  of  Leeds,  alluding  to  what 
had  pafTtsd  onTuclday,  aiked  if  the  Noble 
and  Learned  Lord  upon  the  Woolfack 
had  coufidercd  of  the  Amendment  he 
had  then  I'nbmitted  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  laid,  he  had 
not  had  lime  to  give  all  the  confidc- 
ration  to  the  matter  that  he  wiihed ; 
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but  as  he  underftood  the  Noble  Dukd 
wiihed  to’  make  a  di(lin6fion  befweed 
the  Conftitution  and  the  Adminiftra- 
tion  of  Government,  which  were  things 
moft certainly  diftin^l  from  each  other; 
he  thought  the  end  would  be  anfwcr- 
cd  by  inierting  after  the  word  Conftitu- 
tion,  “  as  by  Law  eftablilbed;”  and 
this  would  include,  not  only  the  idea  of 
King,  Lords,  and  Commens,  but  the 
refptftivc  rights  of  ciich. 

After  a  few  words  from  the  Noble 
Duke,  it  was  agreed  to  bring  up  the 
Amendment,  and  that  the  Bill  be  read 
a  third  time  to» morrow, 

FRIDAY,  NOV.  13. 

This  day  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill 
for  the  better  fccurity  of  his  Majefty’s 
Perfon,  &c.  came  on  ;  the  Houle  fat  till 
eiglu  o’clock,  when  there  appeared  for 
the  third  reading.

*'HE  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Sup2>iies  CO  be  granted  to  his  Ma¬ 
jefty  was  brought  up  and  agreed  to. 

1  he  ufual  tftimaies  of  the  Army, 
Navy,  and  Ordnance,  for  the  year 
a  795,  were  ordered  to  be  laid  bctorc  the 
Houle*,  and  an  Addrefs  w*as  ordered  10 
be  prefented  to  his  Majeltv  by  luch 
Meritbcrs  as  weic  of  the  Privy  Council, 


per  Officers  to  lay  before  the  Houfe  the 
eftimates. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read, 
for  going  into  the  fubjert  nf  the  high 
price  of  Corn,  the  Houle  accordingly 
refolved  itfclf  into  a  CommitieL  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  Mr.  Ryder  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid,  that  the  fubiciSt  which 
he  had  to  lay  before  the  Houie  for  their 
inquiry,  was  one  of  the  rqoft  important 
that  could  come  before  them  ;  they  muft 


bcfctchiiig  his  Majefty  to  order  the  pro- 

*  A  PrxKcft  was  afterwards  entered  oA-the  Journals  againft  the  Bill,  wlnclt  was  figt*ed  by 
the  Duke  of  Bedford  and  the  Earls  of  Derby  and  Lauderdale. 

*  there- 
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Iherefore  apply  any  remedy  that  feemed 
beft  to  them  to  remove  the  diftrefs 
which  it  was  the  intention  of  their  pre- 
fent  deliberation  to  alleviate  ;  it  became 
them,  therefore,  to  proceed  with  all  due 
caution,  and  carefully  to  weigh  every 
circumftance  *,  as,  of  all  other  I'ubjefts, 
none  called  fo  much  for  the  attention  of 
every  Gentleman  of  that  Houfe  at  the 
prefent. 

He  propofed,  then,  firft,  that  this  bu- 
finefs  ihuuld  he  referred  to  a  Selcdt 
Committee,  which  would  make  every 
inquiry,  as  well  relpcfting  the  caui'es 
of  the  fcarcity,  as  the  bed  mode  of  ob¬ 
viating  fuch  a  fcarcity  j  and  that  their 
bufinefs  Ihould  be  facilitated,  as  much 
as  poHible,  by  every  information  that 
could  be  atforded  them  by  the  Executive 
Government ;  he  was  perfuaded  that  in 
all  parts  of  the  Houfe  no  Member 
would  be  wanting  to  ilo  every  thing  in 
their  power  to  promote  fuch  a  defin¬ 
able  object,  at  the  fame  time  ftxeriiig 
clear  of  every  thing  that  could  pidhbly 
excite  any  uncafinefs  or  alarm  on  that 
head.  There  was  a  law,  he  faid,  relating 
to  the  Aliize  of  Biead,  which  ought  to 
be  laid  before  his  Majclly ’s  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  that  means  might  be  adapted  of  re- 
ulating  the  proportion  in  price  between 
read  made  of  all  forts  of  grain,  and 
that  (if  wheat  only,  in  order  that  impo- 
fuion  might  be  guarded  againft. 

The  moll  certain  mode  of  relieving 
the  prefent  want  would  be,  to  adc^n, 
in  common  ufe,  bread  not  only  mixed 
with  all  kinds  of  grain  produced  in  this 
country,  but  alfo  with  Indian  corn  and 
potatoes  ;  bread  of  this  kind  he  was 
jure  would  be  as  wholcfomc  and  palat- 
able  as  that  inadc  of  (lour. — Firft,  then, 
as  to  the  laws  relating  to  the  Aliize  of 
Bread,  he  did  not  think  them  fuIRcicntiy 
explicit,  whence  there  might  arife  a 
very  great  grievance  tothc  purchafer. — 
There  was  another  circumllance,  though 
not  fo  extcnfivc,  viz.  that  a  confiderabie 
quantity  of  wheat  was  confumed  in  mak¬ 
ing  (larch  :  (larch  might  have  been  im¬ 
ported,  but  fome  time  flncc  wasprevent- 
ed,  as  it  was  fuppofed  we  had  alufRcient 
quantity  of  wheat  on  hand,  which  be¬ 
ing  fuperfluous  might  be  ufed  for  that 
purpofe.  He  could  wi(h  that  thefe  ar¬ 
ticles,  which  were  not  neceCTary  for  the 
food  of  many,  might  be  ufed  for  this  pur- 
pofe  ;  for  thefe  reafons  he  would  move, 
Tha:  a  Bill  might  be  brought  in,  to  pro¬ 
hibit  making  (larch  of  wheat  for  a  li* 
miced  period,  and  for  lightening  the 
duty  on  the  importation  if  chat  ar- 
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tide.  He  would  alfo  move  for  a  Bill  to 
prevent  the  obllrutlion  to  removing 
grain  and  other  articles  of  provihon  from 
one  pirt  of  the  kingdom  to  another. 
Thcle  were  the  only  Ipccific  meafures 
that  occurred  to  him  as  yet,  but  he  was 
contident  that  other  meafures  would  re- 
fult  from  the  delibciation  of  Pnrlia- 
ment  on  this  fubje6l.  He  concluded 
by  moving.  That  the  Chairman  be  di- 
reded  to  move  the  Houfe  for  a  Seledl 
Committee,  to  inquire  into  the  high 
price  of  Corn. 

Mr.  Lcclimere  faid,  that  the  remarks 
made  by  the  Right  Hun.  Gentleman 
were  Hared  in  general  terms  *,  but  that 
he  had  avoided  mentioning  the  real  di- 
Hrefs,  or  the  caufes  of  that  dill  refs. 
The  firll  caufc,  he  faid,  was  a  monopoly 
of  farms  ;  and  thefe  farmers  always 
w’ithhcld  their  grain,  when  the  little 
farmer  was  obliged  to  partwith  it.  The 
cuHrm  in  the  country  was,  to  biing  a 
fmall  quantity  or  (ample  of  corn  to 
market ;  the  corn-jobber  faw  this,  and 
from  this  fample  bought  up  the  wliolc  : 
when  the  poor  man  a;iplies,he  is  ttld  it 
is  all  fold  ;  if,  then,  inilead  of  bringing 
only  iamplcs  to  market,  the  firmer 
(liould  be  obliged  to  bring  a  budiel, 
then  the  poor  man  might  buy  it.  Bc- 
fidcs  there  ought  to  be  granaries  in  all 
country  towns,  where  it  (hould  be  fold 
out  to  the  poor,  and  hand-mills  in 
every  parilh  for  thehr  ufe.  At  prefent 
he  would  fay  no  more,  until  the  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Scle6l  Conimitctc  (hould  be 
made. 

Mr.  Fox  rofe  to  make  fome  obferva- 
tions  on  what  had  been  faid.  He  was 
far  from  objeiling  to  any  means  of  fup- 
plying  the  deficiency  which  had  been 
hated  by  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman 
oppolitc.  As  tt)  the  Alfizc  of  Bread,  no 
doubt  but  fome  regulations  were  nc- 
cedary  ;  materials  were  never  dearer 
than  this  fummer,  and  he  was  lure  chat 
the  Bakers  gained  very  little  :  fome 
means  ought  to  be  adopted,  in  order  to 
fupply  our  prefent  deficiency .  He  had 
eaten  vciy  good  bread  made  cf  various 
grains,  but  the  quellion  was,  wheti.er, 
when  Gentlemen  wifhed  to  make  expe¬ 
riments,  thofc  would  anfwer  their  cx- 
pc^ations?  or,  whether,  if  a  mixture  rf 
one  fourth  was  ufed,  it  would  lave  ont 
fourth  ?  Another  cunfidcration  was  tho 
caufe  of  the  fcarcity.Tbe  fcarcity  did  ncjt 
arife  troni  the  fmailnefs  of  the  crop,  but 
from  an  increai'ed  cotifumption .  In  all 
the  parts  of  the  country  where  he  bad 
been,  he  could  perceive  no  fcarcity  of 
f  f  £  graui, 
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«nTn,  nor  coolc!  he  fjpp#fe  th*t  it  imfe 
from  »  fatiorc  of  the  crop.  The  caufe 
of  barley  being  atrrihutetJ  to 

the  d:fti!lcnei.  Tnc  war  particularly

Mr.  P  ft  exprcfTcd  the  ^reat  fdtisfac- 
rion  he  had  in  the  concurrence  of  the 
Rt.Hon.Genrleman.Thc  war,  no  dcuht 
had  contributed  to  the  fcarcity,  as  the 
moft  fertile  ccimt'J^  in  Europe  were 
engaged  in  it  :  if  di:‘^i!!encs  were  top¬ 
ped,  the  rercn^c  uould  be  weakened, 
and  fmnggl’r.^  increaled  ;  but  creu 
under  a*!!  thefe  inconvrmenccs,  he 
would  readily  e  mfent  to  flop  the  diflil- 
lefics  for  a  year,  fliuuld  it  hare  the  dc- 
fiTti  effedt.

A  partial  Report  was. brought  up 
from  the  Select  Committee,  on  the  Corn 
Bill,  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  and 
which  was  in  fubliance  nearly  as  fol¬ 
lows:  viz.  “  That  the  Selcii  Com¬ 
mittee  had  made  every  inquiry  polhbic  ; 
that  they  had  received  various  reports 
from  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and 
from  many  other  quarters,  which  were 
not  fufheieot  to  warrant  them  to  give  a 
final  opinion  :  but  the  fubfiance  of 
them  wtis,  that  all  crops,  except  wheat, 
were  very  plentiful.*'  Thofe  Reports 
they  propofed  to  communicate  when 
fully  invedigaied.  That  it  appeared  to 
the  Committee  that  the  mod  obvious 
mode  of  providing  for  the  approaching 
fcarcity  would  be  to  encourage  impor¬ 
tation.  Perfons  had  been  examined 
relative  to  the  quantity  of  grain  in  other 
countries  ;  in  America  there  was  great 
plenty,  but  the  price  was  high,  confer 
qucntly  there  would  be  a  difiiculty  in 
iupplying  this  country  from  thence. 

The  next  mode  that  oifered  itfclf  to 
them  of  anfwering  that  end,  was  to  con- 
fider  the  Executive  Government  and 
the  peculation  of  Merchants., .  As  to 
the  Executive  Government  they  would’ 
recommend  it  to  defifi,  and  leave  it  en¬ 
tirely  to  the  fpcculation  of  individuals,

.ter,  and  To  in  proportion  ;  the  bounty

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and  this  bounty  to  bci continued  tilt  rh^ 
3i(lofAugufl  179'^.  Similar  meafures  I 
were  recommended  with  refpr^f  to  ryt. 
Thev  were  far  from  the  opinion  tnat 
any  fupply  from  abroad  could  be  dc« 
pended  on;  they  would  therefore  re** 
commend  (rconomy  at  home,  and  adop*’ 
tion  of  every  means  that  could  obviate 
a  fcarcity.  They  finiflied  this  Report 
bv  an  altu ranee,  that  thev  would,  froittri 
time  to  time,  report  whatever  might 
come  to  their  knowledge,  that  could  be 
of  advantage.

MY  letters  from  St. Salvador,  by  the 
Chatham  brig,  will  have  acquainted 
you  of  our  leaving  that  place  t  and  1 
have  now  the  honour  to  inform  you 
that  al!  the  India  Company's  (hips, 
having  troops  on  board,  arrived  off  the 
”  »e  of  Good  Hope  on  the  jd,  and  en¬ 
tered  Simon’s  Bay  on  the  4th  inrtant, 
wheie  I  found  the  Admiral  in  poffef* 
fesmen.  fion  of  the  barbaur,  and  Major-Gene- 
ral  Craig  at  Muyicnberg,  a  poft  of  im- 
porianct;  about  fix  miles  on  the  road  to 
ace,  with  a  C(»rps  compofed  of 
feamen  dad  mannts  from  the  Hect,  fix 
companies  of  the  ySth  regiment  that 
came  in  it,  and  a  detachment  of  the 
Eart-Jndia  Company's  troops  from  St« 
Helena,  amounting  in  all  to  about  1,900 
men,  and  the  enemy,  -who  had  peremp¬ 
torily  •rejc6ted  all  negociation,  in  a 
date  of  a£fivc  hortility  ^igainrt  us.  Un-

loi  my  ftnff  of  Ae  1  therefore,  in  Vonjunakin  with,  and 

aided 
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fSded'by  tbc  Admirt!,  difembarkcd  the 
regimtnM,  artillery,  and  nccrlTary 
'ftorct,  and  forwarded  them  to  the  ad- 
‘vanccd'poft  a&  faO  poffiblc,  where, 
'through  his  ardent  zeal  For  the  public 
fervicc  and  indefatigable  cJccrtic^iS,  as 
'much  provilion  was  collc^Fed  as  wc 
'hoped  might  enable  us  to  fet  down  be¬ 
fore  the  town,  and  go  on  till  wc  could 
communicate  with  our  (hips  in  Table- 
Bay,  or  draw  fomc  alTiftancc  from  the 
country  behind  us :  and  having  made 
ih^ .  bell  arrangement  wc  could  for 
''tranfporfing  our  provilions,  guns, (lores, 
ammunition,  and  neceiTary  articles  of 
every^  kind,  by  the  oblv  means  in  our 
power,  men’s  laboUr,-  wc  marched  on 
the  14th  from  Muyzenberg,  leaving  a 
fufiicien:  detachment  for  the  protc^ion 
of  our  camp  and  (lores  at  that  place. 
The  enemy  could,  fee  ail  our  motions, 
and  the  country  through  which  we 
were  to  pafs  for  feveral  miles  being 
very  favourable  to  the  fort  of  warfare 
that  it  was  their  bufinefs  to  pur(ue 
^  (many  of  them  being  on  horfcback,  and 
armed  with  guns  that  kill  at  a  great 
*diftancc),  I  had  reafon  to  think  wc 
might,  be  greatly  harralTcd,  and  fuffer 
much  on  our  route.  Our  loft,  however, 
frdtii  the  precautions  taken,  and  the 
*  fiivncfs 'of  the  enemy,  fortunately  pro¬ 
ved  left  than  might  have  been  cxpcClcd, 
having  only  one  fcaman  killed  and  fc- 
ventecn  foldicrs  wounded  in  our  pro- 
grefs  to  the  pod  of  Wynherg,  where 
the  enemy  were  in  force,  with  nine 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  had  derermined, 
as*  we  were  told,  to  make  ferious  refif- 
tancc.  hut  having  formed  the  army 
from  columns  of  march  into  two  lines, 
and  made  a  detachment  from  my  right 
and-  left  to  attack  both  their  flanks, 
while  1  advanced  with  the  main  body 
and  *  artillery  ,  (w  hich,  much  to  the 
credit  of  Major  Yorkc,  was  extremely 
%vcll  conducted  and  ferved)  againd  their 
center,  they  found  thcmfclvcs  fo  prelTed 
by  us,  and  at  the  fame  time  alarmed  by 
the  appearance  of  Commodore  Rlankett 
with  three-  fliips  the  Admiral  had  dc- 
ttChed  into  Table  Bay  to  caufe  a  diver- 
fion  on  that  (idc  of  which  they  were 
very  jealous,  fliatfhcy  retired  with  the 
lofs  of  a  few  men  from  our  cannon,  be¬ 
fore  wc  could  gain  the  top  of  the  Hill ; 
from  whence  we  followed  them  cldfc 
for  two  miles,  but  dark  coming  on, 
and'grctt  part  of  the  troops  l>eing  much 
‘fatigued  by  .  the  burdetrg  they  carried, 
aiiu  'thc  harraiTcnent  they  tact  with, 


through  very  fwampy  ground  in  tiie 
courfc  of  the  day,  1  determined  to  hi^ 
for  the  night  in  the  pofitlon  I  founa 
myTelf, which  proved  favourable  for  the 
p'jfpofe,  with  the  intention  of  profe- 
. curing  my  march  at  day-light  uexe 
morning.  In  this*  firua^lion  an' Officer 
arrivni  with  a  flag  and,  letter  from 
Governor  Sluyfkcn,  alking  a  ccffation 
.of  arms  for  4)^  hours  10  arrange  and 
olur  propofals  for  .  furrenderingj  ih^ 
town  ;  but  I  did  u(M  think  it  prudent 
to  grant  more  than  a4«  li)  which  time 
every  tiling  was  fe ulyd. agreeably, totl^ 
Articles  ol  Capitulation  1  haVc  ,th^ 
honour  to  cnclofe,  whereby  the  regular 
troops  that  formed  the  garrifon  became 
.prlfontrs  of  war,  and  his  Majcfly  ia 
put  into  the  full  pviirellion  of  the  towja 
.and  colony,  which  I  hope  will  prove 
accept'ible  to  hiiu,  and  juiUfy  the  coot- 
mendation  aud  report  that. I  think  it 
my.  duty  to  make  vf.,the  mcritoriout 
fcryiccs  of  all  the  officers,  foldierz, 
fcamcn,  and  marines  that  have  becA 
eiT^loyed  in  this  arduous  fcryicc.  The 
dithculties  and  hardlhips  that  great  part 
of  them  have  experienced  are  cxtretH},^ 
and  the  perfevcrancc  and  cheaiiulncfa 
with  which  they  were  cnaiuntercd 
them  the  highelt  credit,  and,  I  am.  per* 
fuaded,will  recommend  them  all  in  the 
ilrongell  manner  to  his  Maje fly’s  fa* 
vour. 

The  general  charafter  of  Sir  George 
K.  Elphinflone,  and  his  ardent  defirc  t9 
ierve  his  cohutry,  arc  too  well  knowa 
to  receive  additional  luflre  from  any 
thing  1  could  fay  upon  that  fubje^ ; 
but  I  (heuld  do  injuflice  to  n»y  own 
feelings  if  1  did  not  expreft  the  obliga¬ 
tions  J  am  under  for  the  ready  co-opc* 
ration  and  afTiflance  that  he  afTorued 
upon  every  occafioh,  which  fo  emi¬ 
nently  contributed  to  the  fuccefsful 
ifl'uc  of  our  joint  endeavours.  • 

The  arrangcnunif  made  by  Majo^p*  . 
General  Craig  nrcvioui  to  my  arrival, 
and  the  aflive  (eriricet  he  rendered  af- 
‘terwards  daim  my  thanks,  and  fumifli 
the  bed  proof  of  his  having  condufled 
his  Maiefty’s  fcrvice  in  a  manner  ho- 
nuurabfe  to  himfelf  and  beneficial  to  hit 
country.

already  fecured  by  mortgages  upon  the 
edates  of  individuals,  by  its  having  been 
lent  to  them.  This  is  to  be,  however, 
without  prejudice  to  the  Government 
of  Great  Britain  having  the  utc  of  the 
buildings,  &c.  for  public  purpofes. 
And  wc  will  further  reprefent  to  his 
Majefty*s  Government  the  inhnite  im¬ 
portance  of  this  fubje^t  to  the  future 
profperity  of  the  colony,  and  requed 
that  they  will  take  it  into  contideration, 
in  order  to  make  fuch  arrangements  as 
xnay'appcar  proper  for  its  further  fe- 
curity,  if  necsltary,orfor  its  final  liqui¬ 
dation,  if  pra6licable.

**  I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform 
you,  that  on  the  3d  infi.thc  India  (hips 
from  St,  Salvador  arrived  in  Falfe-Bay  ^ 
his  Majefty’s  (hip  Sphynx,  which  failed 
with  them,  having  met  with  an  acci¬ 
dent,  was  obliged  to  return  to  the  for¬ 
mer  place  for  repair. 

**  On  the  4th  General  Clarke  came 
into  the  harbour,  and  on  a  conference 
with  him  it  was  determined  to  land  the 
troops  without  a  moment’s  lofs  of 
time  ;  but,  notwithfianding  the  utmoft 
exertion  of  the  troops  and  featnen,  ic 
•  was  the  14th  before  provifian,  guns, 
ammunition,  &c.  could  be  colleOcd  to 
enable  the  General  to  move  forward 
from  the  Camp  at  Muyfenberg. 

On  the  morning  of  that  day  th« 
army  marched,  each  man  carrying  four 
days  provifion,  and  the  volunteer  fca- 
mcn  from  the  India  (hips  dragging  .the 
cannon  throi^h  a  deepland;  the  coun¬ 
try  being  difficult  to  proceed  00,  iht]^ 
were  confiderably  galled  by  the  enemy 
during  a  fatiguing  march  perfotmed 
in  hot  wcRthcr.

(triking  on  a  bank  of  pebbles,  extending 
from  Portland  nearly  to  Bridport.
